Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 

On 14.9.2006 a specific information was received at PP Punara that two 
terrorists were hiding in the house of a VDC member namely Manzoor Hussain 
S/o Gh. Qadir R/o Lower Punara, Tehsil Ramnagar, District Udhampur. A 
cordon/search operation was immediately launched by the Police party led by 
HC Surinder Singh No. 181/U Incharge PP Punara. When the terrorists were 
asked to surrender they stated indiscriminate firing upon the Police party. The 
Police party also retaliated. In the ensuing gun battle both the terrorists tried to 
escape from the house. HC Surinder Singh without caring for his life, chased the 
terrorists and eliminated one of the terrorist on spot. However when he was 
chasing the other terrorist, the said terrorist took position behind a big boulder 
in the nearby Nallah. HC Surinder Singh alongwith other Police personnel tried 
very hard to eliminate the hiding terrorist but due to dominating position of the 
terrorist he could not succeed. The terrorist targeted the advancing Police Party 
led by HC Surinder Singh and in the gun battle HC Surinder Singh alongwith 
other two Police personnel, received serious bullet injuries. HC Surinder Singh 
kept the cordon till he was evacuated in the evening and admitted in Command 
Hospital, Udhampur. Later on the eliminated terrorist was identified as Aijaz 
Ahmed @ Abdullah @ Abu Furkan S/o Mohd. Latief R/o Loudhra, a dreaded 
terrorist of LeT and an Area Commander of Dudu-Basantgarh area. Huge 
quantity of arms and ammunition was recovered from the possession of slain 
terrorist. Aijaz Ahmed @ Abdullah @ Abu Furkan S/o Mohd. Latief R/o 
Loudhra was the mastermind in killing the 13 members of minority community 
in Basantgarh area on 30.4.2006 besides the terrorist activities. The following

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 

On 30 lh June 2006, based on specific “G” information regarding presence 
of militants in a Shopping Complex in Bandipur market, Jammu & Kashmir, a 
joint Cordon and Search Operation was carried out by the troops of 90 Bn BSF 
and 15 RR. On reaching the targeted market place, the party laid cordon by 
300830 hrs and search operations started at 300915 hrs. The party comprising of 
Shri Prem Vishwas, Assistant Commandant, No. 02009949 Constable P Swamy 
of 90 Bn BSF together with Lt. Col Vinay Rao Chauhan and 01 Sepoy of 15 RR 
was constituted for search of the shopping complex. The search started from 
ground floor to the top. While searching the cupboards of the second floor, 
three militants who were hiding behind a false roof ceiling, broke open and 
came out by firing indiscriminately on the search party. Lt Col Vinay Rao 
Chauhan was hit by volley of bullets and fell down. Constable P Swamy was 
also hit in the right leg. Despite being injured, Ct P Swamy by displaying 
exemplary courage and high degree of professional competency reacted quickly 
and fired on one of the militant in a close combat from his personnel weapon 
and incapacitated him. Since the second militant was in defensive position and 
continuing firing, Shri Prem Vishwas, Assistant Commandant and one Sepoy of 
15 RR gave covering firing to Constable P Swamy and he in a quick reflex 
jumped towards the stair case and took position. All these three personnel had a 
narrow escape from the grenade lobbed by one militant. Since there was no 
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movement of Lt Col. Vinay Rao Chauhan from the upstairs of the house and 
seeing no movement of militants, Shri Prem Vishwas, Assistant Commandant 
with utter disregards to his personal safety and life went up again to the 
staircase to check upon fallen officer, Lt Col Vinay Rao Chauhan and the 
militant holed up. On reaching the top of the staircase, suddenly one militant 
with weapon came in face-to-face contact with Shn Prem Vishwas, Assistant 
Commandant. The officer displaying nerve of steel, shot down the militant on 
the spot in a face-to-face battle. Meanwhile, the house got fire due to grenade 
blast and all the three personnel except Lt Col Vinay Rao Chauhan came out of 
the house. After the fire was extinguished, the charred dead bodies of three 
militants with Lt Col Vinay Rao Chauhan were recovered from the spot. Out of 
the three militants killed, 02 were identified as Mandoor Ah. Dar resident of 
Ward No. 02, Bandipore and Abib Hussain Shah S/O Saifuddin Shah resident of 
Popchan, Bandipore. One unidentified slain militant was foreign militant.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 


On 29 th May 2006 at about 1400 hrs to 01st Jun 2006 at 1000 hrs on 
specific information, a joint special cordon and search operation was launched 
by the troops of 53 and 173 Bns BSF along with SOG and SSR, Tral in the area 
of Village-Amirabad (GR-MY-9992) District-Pulwama, Jammu & Kashmir. At 
about 300915 hrs, when the party was searching the house of Shaban Sheikh 
S/O Nabir Sheikh, the militants hiding in the dry fodder grass stored at the top 
of the house fired indiscriminately. Ct Baljinder Singh was covering the main 
entrance pitched in gallantly in front of militant fire and blocked the escape 
route. Militants continued firing from the top of the house towards Ct Baljinder 
Singh and also lobbed grenade in a bid to create escape route from the house. 
All the attempts made by the militants to escape from the house was very 
effectively checked by the gallant action of Ct Baljinder Singh as he stood as 
barrier at the entrance of the house by sustained firing. Due to exchange of 
firing and grenade blast, the dry fodder grass caught fire. On extinguishing the 
fire, the debris was removed and 02 dead bodies of militants recovered along 
with arms & amn who were later identified as: - 

(i) Mohd Ashraf Bhat @ Sahil S/O 
Sanallah Bhat R/O Naudal (HM outfit). 

(ii) Hafiz Mohd Athar @ Hafiz Janbaz 
R/O Maharashtra (HM outfit). 

On 31 st May 2006 at about 0600 hrs, search operation was resumed near 
the house of Gulam Mohd Lone and Gulam Quadir Lone. On seeing the BSF 
search party, militants hiding in two different houses fired indiscriminately and 
lobbed hand grenade on one of the search party. In a daring move Sh R S Bisht, 
Assistant Commandant, and Sh D S Brar, Deputy Commandant of 173 Bn BSF 
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in two different bunker vehicles took their teams closer to the target house. Ct 
Altaf Hussain and Ct Balijinder Singh of 173 Bn BSF were tasked to move 
towards the house. Amidst heavy exchange of fire, both these constables 
bravely and without caring for their personal safety crawled up to target house 
and lobbed one hand grenade each. Due to the blast of grenade and firing, the 
house caught fire. On this, a militant suddenly jumped out of the house by 
firing indiscriminately towards Ct Altaf Hussain who was blocking the entrance 
of the house and he sustained bullet injuries on chest. Despite being seriously 
injured, Ct Altaf Hussain by displaying extra ordinary courage injured the 
militant in a close quarter battle. HC Kashmiri Lai and Ct Balijinder Singh 
made a gallant effort to evacuate Ct Altaf Hussain who was injured and 
motionless. While doing so, HC Kashmiri Lai was hit by militants fire on his 
right forearm & right thigh. Seeing this, the militant made a suicidal bid and 
dashed towards HC Kashmiri Lai. Displaying great sense of duty and 
exceptional courage, HC Kashmiri Lai and Ct Balijinder Singh blocked the 
militants escape route and killed him on the spot by accurate fire. The killed 
militant was later identified as Mohd Ayub Naik S/O Sh Abdul Ahad Naik R/O 
Amirabad (HM Outfit). The fourth militant while trying to sneak out of the 
cordon was apprehended on 01 June at about 0400 hrs along with 05 UBGL 
grenades. He was later identified as Jassar Ahmed Khan S/O Mukhtiyar Ahmed 
Khan resident of Lazibal Mohalla of Anantnag. Ct Altaf Hussain made supreme 
scarifice for the nation during this operation. Following arms and amns were

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 

On 23/11/2005 at about 1430 hrs, two Fidayeens suddenly appeared from 
the opposite of the main gate of D/96 Bn. One of the militants was firing 
constantly towards sentries of main gate giving cover fire to other. They lobbed 
two grenades targeting morcha of Guard Commander and fired heavily causing 
assassination of HC Rugha Ram. One militant was killed on the spot by the 
firing of Ct Ajay Kumar, sentry of Morcha No.3. Appreciating the situation of 
heavy cross firing, CT/GD Chandar Kant Boro taken tactical position by the 
side of door, when militants entered into the room, CT Chandar Kant Boro 
risking his life jumped out barehanded from his tactical position and caught 
hold of the barrel of the rifle of militant lifting it upside, pounced upon him and 
shouted loudly to kill the militant. CT Chandar Kant Boro indulged in close 
quarter battle with militant and had taken hold of barrel of rifle with both the 
hands and lifted it upwards. Militant was trying his best to release his rifle from 
the grip of CT Chandar Kant Boro to kill him. There was no scope of using 
weapon to kill militant as it could hit CT. Chandar Kant Boro also. L/Nk Mohd. 
Madin despite grave risk of his life, ventured to jump out from his tactical 
position to help CT Chandar Kant Boro and to eliminate the militant, showing 
professional competence, outstanding courage and alertness of his mind he 
changed the position of his rifle and hit the head and face of militant with his 
rifle butt till it was broken into pieces. By the time CT Chandar Kant Boro 
succeeded in snatching the rifle from the militant. Seeing that the militant was 
trying to pull out grenade from his pouch, CT Chandar Kant Boro immediately 
fired upon the militant from the snatched weapon of the militant itself. During 
this attack, two Fidayeen militants were killed and two AK-56 Rifles with 08 
Magazines, 07 Chinese Grenades, 159 rounds of AK ammunition, two fake 
cards /two jackets and I type pouches were recovered from their possession. 
While countering this deadly mission of the militants, three gallant CRPF 

personnel also scarificed their lives and five other sustained injuries including 
serious injuries to one of them.

Kant Boro, Constable displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to 
duty of a high order.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 

On 4/10/2006, around 1130 hours two heavily armed militants lobbed 
grenades and fired indiscriminately at access control point of New Standard 
Hotel in Budhshaw Chowk area, Srinagar. Ct/Bug. Jaswant Singh of 131 Bn on 
duty at the access point was killed on the spot as a result of the militant’s fire. 
The Hotel located in the business hub near Lai Chowk witnessed utter confusion 
and chaos due to the militant’s fire. The militants also managed to kill two JKP 
personnel at the crowded entry of the Hotel. The militants thereafter took up 
vantage position in the hotel and lobbed grenades and opened fire at the 
Dashnami Akhara building which was opposite to the hotel where 2 Coys of 
CRPF are located. Shri Subesh Kumar Singh, IG, Srinagar along with Shri 
Narendra Bhardwaja, DIG, Srinagar immediately rushed to the spot and 
deployed QRTs of the local Units around the hotel after taking stock of the 
position. Once the QRTs were in position, Shri SK Singh, IG first facilitated 
evacuation of the civilians who were caught in the cross-fire by using CRPF BP 
vehicles. Despite heavy fire from the militants, the CRPF troops succeeded in 
safely evacuating the civilians in the area. Shri S.K. Singh, IG, thereafter, in the 
face of heavy fire from the militants, repositioned the QRTs and planned the 
cordon to prevent the militants from escape. Shri S.K. Singh, took position in a 
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house behind the Standard Hotel and planned for the entry into the hotel 
complex. Shri Bhardwaja, took round of the entire area to ensure foolproof 
cordon amidst intermittent fire from militants. It was at this juncture, he 
observed one militant attempting to escape by jumping out towards a by-lane. 
He immediately moved his bunker in the area to thwart the militant’s escape. 
The militant directed heavy fire at Shri Bhardwaja, shattering the wind screen 
of his BP vehicle. The escort of Shri Bhardwaja effectively retaliated forcing the 
militant to retreat back towards the Hotel. He, thereafter, joined Shri S.K. Singh 
for planning the assault in the hotel. It was, thereafter, decided to attempt entry 
through the attic which also subsequently attracted heavy fire from the militants. 
Shri S.K. Singh, IG, in the face of heavy militants fire and without caring for his 
personal safety, led one party to the attic from where he launched the operation 
into the Hotel by a group led by Shri Kalyan Singh, AC, 131 Bn. He 
simultaneously directed Shri Bhardwaja, DIG, to drill a hole in the side of the 
building so that the CRPF troops could have clear view of the staircase for 
providing covering fire to Shri Kalyan Singh’s party. The CRPF party was thus 
facilitated in moving ahead from the attic to the 3 rd floor. At this point, cries for 
help were heard from the 3 rd floor. Shri SK Singh, in utter disregard for his 
personal safety, forged ahead and rescued three students from Himachal Pradesh 
who were crying for help. The Seize of the Hotel continued through out the 
night and the area was got illuminated using generators to prevent the militants 
from escape. The militants kept on firing intermittently through out the night, 
while Shri S.K. Singh, IG, Shri N. Bhardwaja, DIG and the CRPF troops 
continued to hold their positions through out the night. The room intervention 
operation commenced at 0530 hrs on 5/10/06. Sh. Kalyan Singh, AC, Ct Subash 
of 131 Bn along with other members of his party bravely cleared the 3 rd floor of 
the complex. Due to pressure from this team, one of the militant hurled a 
grenade and jumped out from the first floor window to escape through Lohar 
Gaii (by-lane connecting the Hotel). Ct Bhirn Kumar of 123 Bn alongwith other 
CRPF troops who had been positioned there to plug the militant’s escape, saw 
the militant and inspite of the grenade attack, promptly fired at the militant and 
shot him dead. Shri Bhardwaja, DIG, thereafter, took charge of the room 
intervention party and at grave personal risk drilled holes in 8 rooms of the 3 rd 
floor to facilitate dropping of grenades in the 2 nd floor. He, thereafter, proceeded 
to the 2 nd floor under covering fire of own troops. The militant who felt 
cornered ran down the staircase and attempted to escape through the exit of the 
Hotel, opening fire from his AK-56 Rifle towards the CRPF cordon. Ct. Jitender 
Singh of 1st Bn, CRPF, engaged the escaping militant and inspite of receiving 
bullet injuries continued to fire and killed the militant before he laid down his 
life. Since the inputs indicated that there were 3 militants, Shri S.K. Singh, IG, 
Shri N. Bhardwaja, DIG and Shri Kalyan Singh, AC undertook mopping up 
operation room by room. They were able to recover 2 AK-56 Rifles of the 
militants alongwith 3 other AK-47 Rifles (snatched from the slain CRPF Ct and 
two JKP Cts) alongwith huge quantity of Arms/Amns. It turned out that only 
two militants were actually present and both were neutralized. The operation, 
undertaken in a densely populated and congested area, involved care for 
avoiding collateral damage to civilian property was successfully accomplished 
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due to the meticulous planning and execution undertaken by Shri S.K. Singh, 
IG, and Shri N. Bhardwaja, DIG. 

In this encounter S/Shri Subesh Kumar Singh, Inspector General, 
Narendra Bhardwaja, Deputy Inspector General, Kalyan Singh, Assistant 
Commandant, Subash, Constable, Bhim Kumar, Constable and (Late) Jeetendra 
Singh, Constable displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty 
of a high order.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 

On 25 th August’2005 during OP RED ROSE in Paglam the Police-Army 
party led by Shri Bhola Shanker, IPS, SP Roing & LT. CoL. Karan Singh, 2 I/C, 
5 Madras spotted some suspects near Bango. Shri Bhola Shanker moved 
forward and challenged them. Constable Mandeep Mishra was accompanying 
SP Roing in capacity of his Personal Security Officer (PSO). When SP Roing 
was fired upon by ULFA (United Liberation Front of Asom) militants. Const. 
Mandeep Mishra promptly pushed him on ground and fired back on militants. 
However Shri Bhola Shanker escaped narrowly with grazing injuries in Arms. 
His PSO Const. Mandeep Mishra received multiple bullet injuries in stomach 
and arms and started bleeding profusely. Inspite of difficult terrain, darkness 
and his injuries Shri Bhola Shankar got up and advanced in direction of fleeing 
militant by firing on the flank of the militant. He continued to engage the 
militant by constantly firing without caring for his own life in an attempt to save 
the life of his PSO Mandeep Mishra who had been incapacitated badly. When 
militants escaped under the cover of civilians, Shri Bhola Shanker launched a 
search operation. Next day another operation along with Army under Captain 
Virendra Singh had an encounter with same militants group in Doimukh area, 
where Shri Ritu Borah, area Commander of ULFA was killed and Naik Chandra 
Shekhar of 5 Madras was killed. 

In this encounter Shri Bhola Shankar, Superintendent of Police displayed 
conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order. 
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This award is made for gallantry under Rule 4 (i) of the Rules governing 
the award of Police Medal and consequently carries with it the special 
allowance admissible under Rule 5, with effect from 25 th August, 2005

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 

The militants of the banned ULFA organization have been very active in 
Nalbari district vis-avis the State of Assam, and have been engaged in actions 
detrimental to the security and integrity of the Nation. On 31.07.2006, Shri 
Dilip Kumar Dey, APS, Supdt. of Police of the District received a secret and 
reliable information that a heavily armed group of ULFA militants under the 
leadership of a self styled Captain of the banned outfit was taking shelter in 
village Arara(Janorpar Chupa) under Nalbari Police Station, immediately Shri 
Dey planned an operation and moved towards the village with Addl.S.P. Shri P. 
Sinha and their gunmen. Sri Suren Machary, Deputy S.P.(HQ) and Inspector 
Sujit Kumar Saikia also proceeded towards the village, as per instructions of the 
S.P., alongwith a platoon of CRPF personnel as supplementary armed force. 
The police party raided the sheltering houses and a 45 minute long encounter 
took place between the police party and the militants. During the operation, the 
police killed two dreaded armed militants including the leader and apprehended 
two more alive besides recovering a huge cache of arms, ammunitions and 
explosives etc, as mentioned in the seizure lists. While performing the above 
tasks, the following police officers and men exhibited exemplary courage, 
devotion to duty, dedication and sincerity for the cause risking their lives at 
every moment under the volley of fire and explosion from the slain and 
apprehended militants. The officers executed the job very efficiently going 
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beyond their normal call of duty and exhibited a high degree of valour in their 
respective positions for which they deserve special recognition in the form of 
police medals for Gallantry. Individual gallant actions on the part of these 
officers are as below: - 

Shri D.K. Dev. APS. S.P.. NalbarL Assam. 

Shri Dey alogwith Constable Nareswar Talukdar, dared to challenge the 
Volley of fire from the militants and advanced towards them risking his life at 
every moment during the execution, aggressively fought against the onslaught 
and finally succeeded against heavy odds, in gunning down the dreaded ULFA 
militant Hemanta Deka @ Bikash Deka @ Abubhave Baruah and recovered 
from under his slain body an UMG(AK-86) with two loaded magazines. The 
exemplary individual act of gallantry exhibited by the officer is very highly 
appreciated and will be a source of inspiration for others. Further, he planned 
and executed the whole operation very meticulously and commanded it in a 
very intelligent and valiant manner which culminated in the elimination of two 
dreaded ULFA militants and the apprehension of two others, besides a huge 
recovery of illegal arms, ammunition, explosives and other materials which 
saved many unknown human lives and public properties, without sustaining any 
injury or casualty on the Police side, and the civilian population in the thickly 
inhabited village. 

Shri Pratap Sinha. APS, Addl.S.P. ( Security). 

Shri Sinha tactfully and valiantly faced and deceived the militants and 
stealthily sneaked into the house from which the dreaded ULFA militant Rabin 
Kr. Das was firing at the Police party from an AK-56 assault rifle. He 
courageously challenged the militants and overpowered him after a scuffle and 
seized the assault rifle alongwith the loaded magazine from his possession 
without caring for his life and security. He stood as a great support for the S.P. 
in the operation and his prompt and gallant action provided great relief for his 
colleagues. He proved himself to be a dedicated Officer at the call of his 
seniors. The outstanding courage exhibited by the officer deserves appropriate 
recognition. 

Shri Suren Macharv. APS, Dv.S.P (Hqrs). Nalbari. 

The young officer, with only four years of service performed conspicuous 
act of gallantry during the operation. As instructed, he laid down the inner 
cordon’on the eastern side of the place of occurrence and waited for the 
opportunity to strike when a powerful grenade was hurled by a militant aiming 
at the police party. It exploded in a blank space, and the officer immediately 
jumped into action and advanced, alongwith Constable Girindra Bharali, 
towards the house sheltering the militant, fought a fierce gun battle and 
succeeded in eliminating the leader of the gang of militants and recovered from 
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him an AK-56 assault rifle alongwith two loaded magazines. The officer 
exhibited a high degree of valour in the execution of his task. 

Inspector Sujit Kumar Saikia. O/C NalbarL P.S. 

Shri Saikia, took an active part in the operation against the militants, and 
as assigned, performed an act of conspicuous gallantry in his individual capacity 
when he braved the challenges of militants fire and advanced in his position to 
face the militants Jiten Talukdar. Shri Saikia with a sense of utmost dedicated, 
commitment and valour, overpowered and apprehended the militant alive and 
recovered from his possession two Mark-Spl. HG-84 Austrain grenades and a 
loaded magazine of AK-56 assault rifle, and thus saved himself and his fellow 
policemen from the instant threat of their lives. 

AB Constable No.380 Nareswar Talukdar 

Shri Talukdar performed a conspicuous act of gallantry when he opened 
fire at the extremists and fought shoulder to shoulder with the S.P against the 
volley of fire from the militants. He extended covering fire to the S.P. Shri Dey 
while advancing in action against the militants, and was able to share in the 
success of killing the dreaded militant Hemanta Deka who was relentlessly 
firing from the UMG which was recovered from his slain body. This act of 
gallantry exhibited by the recommendee during the operation requires a special 
recognition. 

In this encounter S/Shri Dilip Kumar Dey, Superintendent of Police, 
Pratap Sinha, Additional Superintendent of Police, Suren Machary, Deputy

devotion to duty of a high order.

Acting on a secret information that members of the banned ULFA who 
were involved in recent bomb explosions in Guwahati city were taking she er 
in the residence of one Bhaben Rabha of Kamalnagar of Narakasur Hills a 
police party under the leadership of Shri Nitul Gogol, APS, Sr. S.P. City, 
Guwahati and Shri Jitmal Doley, APS, S.P.(Ops) led an operation on he 
intervening night of 12.06.2006 and 13.06.2006. At about 1.30 am when the 
police party was approaching the house of Bhaben Rabha and cordon jas being 
put in place firing started from inside the house. Shri Gogoi and Shri Doley 
immediately commanded the police party to take cover. At that moment some 
armed boys came out of the house and started running towards ^jungle and at 
the same time fired upon the police party. That police party led by Shr. Gogoi 
and Doley chased them and ordered them to stop. But instead of responding to 
the Command, the extremists hurled a grenade towards the police party which 
exploded but fortunately Shri Gogoi and Doley who were leading from the front 
escaped due to timely cover taken by them. After this, the extremists hred 
the police party again and in self-defence the police party also returned the fire. 
During the encounter, the extremists again hurled a grenade on the P °* ice P a y 
which however did not explode. In the encounter, Shn Gogoi and Shn Doley 
held their ground in the open field which did not afford any cover from fire 
During the encounter one of the extremists died on the spot while A extremists 
managed to escape. When the firing stopped the place w “ s " arched1 “ d ' f 
dead body of an unidentified militants was recovered from the place 
occurrence i) one 7.62 Pistol ii) 4 rounds of live 7.62 ammunitions, n) 2 ^ 

of detonators fitted with fuse wire iv) one hand grenade cap and ) P 
rhinese erenade were recovered from the possession of the deceased militants. 
Lmer thfdeceased was identified as Pulen Nath (25 years) S/O Shn Dukhoram 
Nath’of village- Farm Gate, Dhotola, PS- Nalbari, Dist- Nalban, Assam a 
hardcore ULFA militant. The deceased militant was involved in many terrorist 
activities in Guwahati and Nalbari Districts of Assam. In the above encounter, 
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Shri Nitul Gogoi and Shri Jitmal Doley displayed gallantry beyond the call of 
their duty by risking their lives in a situation when the odds were heavily 
against them. However, displaying exemplary courage and without caring for 
their personal security and safety, they were successful in neutralizing a 
hardcore ULFA militant besides recovering a pistol, ammunition and detonators 
used by the militants in the operation. 

In this encounter S/Shri Nitul Gogoi, Senior Superintendent of Police and 
Jitmal Doley, Superintendent of Police displayed conspicuous gallantry, 
courage and devotion to duty of a high order

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 

On 22.10.2005 information was received from one Bharat Agarwal of 
Machkhowa, Guwahati to the effect that some unknown ULFA militants 
demanded an amount of Rs. 1,00,000/- from him over telephone. On being 
entrusted by the O/C, Bharalumukh P S. Guwahati City to investigate the case, 
S.I. Bipin Chandra Medhi laid a trap to apprehend the culprits and that same day 
arrested one person who had come for collection of the money form Shri 
Agarwal from his residence. On interrogation of the apprehended person 
another two persons involved in the extortion were also apprehended and who 
revealed the location of ULFA militants in Mangaldoi of Darrang District. On 
25.10.2005 S.I. Bipin Chandra Medhi proceeded to Mangaldoi and with a PRC 
group under the command of Addl. S.P. (HQ), Darrang laid an ambush in 
disguise at a place called Muamari Chapori under Mangaldoi P.S. to 
apprehended the militants. At about 10.15 A.M. 4(four) ULFA militants armed 
with sophisticated weapons were noticed coming towards the ambush site and 
when the militants reached the site, S.I. Bipin Chandra Medhi disregarding his 
personnel safety jumped out of his hiding place and commanded the militants to 
surrender. The PRC personnel also followed S.I. Bipin Chandra Medhi. But 
instead of surrendering, the militants started firing at the police, One of the 
militants tried to hurl a grenade at the police. At this the police also retaliated 
and an encounter took place. During the encounter two (2) ULFA militants were 
killed while the remaining two (2) managed to escape. A number of arms, 
ammunition and incriminating documents relating to the banned ULFA were 
also recovered. The militants killed were later identified as Suresh Deka @ 
Rupjyolti Hazarika of Mangaldoi and Krishna Kanta Khatoniar @ Tolen Soud 
of Patacharkuchi, Baksa District. Exhibiting considerable presence of mind and 
exemplary courage, S.I. Bipin Chandra Medhi at great risk to his personal safety 
led the police party from the beginning and was successful in nabbing two har 
core ULFA militants with recovery of following arras and ammunition:

On dated 02.10.2006 at about 10.30 hrs, in pursuance of counter 
Insurgency measures checking was conducted by Lakhimpur Police at Malpani 
Charialai North Lakhimpur Town. THC Arabinda Baishya on Naka duty 
stopped two Motorcycle borne youths for checking when one of them had 
whipped out a pistol to shoot at the THC. The THC reacted bravely by 
clutching the shirt of the extremist who managed to some how run away, while 
his accomplice fled with the Motorcycle. THC Arabinda Baishya how ever, 
chased the armed militant with his lathi while communicating the information 
over VHF, to District Police Control. The Town SI Prafulla Bora on duty 
intercepted the message and swiftly followed the chase with his Motor Bike by 
pulling out a traffic constable Nripen Chamua (Unarmed) from the nearest 
traffic point to accompany him. The duo thus overtook the TOC who was 
chasing the militant on foot and while following the trail, the militant suddenly 
turned back and opened fire at the motorcyclist policemen. TSI Prafulla Bora 
ducked and controlled the running Motor Cycle and while negotiating, he asked 
the pillion rider (CN) Nripen Chamua to use his pistol and retaliate. The 
Constable executed the instruction while Shri Bora was close to the attacker 
with the running motorcycle and the militant was shot dead before he could 
cause any harm. 

The dead militant was subsequently identified as one Shisuram Saikia 

(a) Harubhai S/S Lance Corporal member of Action Group “B” Coy 28 Bn 
ULFA, (S/O-Late Lokeshwar Saikia) of village- No.2 upar Tarani Merapani, 
Dist Golaghat, Assam. The following have been recovered from the place of

Statement of service for which the decoration ha s been awarded. 

On 23.06.2005 a large group of 500 CPI Maoism activists armed with 
sophisticated weapons and explosives, raided over Madhubani a town of East 
Champaran and seized the town, caused havoc through plundering cash from 
banks rifles from anchal guard, P.S. Reserve guard and security guards of 
banks and killing a police constable of P.S. Reserve. All the symbols of state 
and central government were paralyzed and over run and communication 
systems were disrupted. On receipt of that highly sensitive information, SI Ram 
Pukar Singh, o/c Patahi P.S.with SI Pramod Poddar including one platoon of 
CRPF stationed at patahi, rushed to the place of occurrence under leadership of 
Mr. Farguddin, SDPO Pakridayal and SI Surendra Kumar Singh, O/c Fenhara 
with armed force also rushed to the place of occurrence via the shortest route, 
although extremely dangerious, full of apprehension of landmine in the way. 
The Police team, after a long and terribly difficult and risky chase, caught sight 
of the fleeing group of extremists. Their number was comparatively very large. 
It was substantially risky to challenge such a large group of heavily armed 
violent extremists. Despite of all adversaries, the Police team, irrespective of 
their numbers and armament, called out the fleeing desperadoes to stop and to 



surrender, which was replied defiantly with heavy discharge of firings, resulting 
in bullet injury to one CRPF Jawan. They after taking front boldly fired heavily 
and aggressively with LMG and other deadly weapons and tried to encircle and 
overpower the Police Party. The situation was indeed, very critical. Finding the 
attackers extremely violent the Commandant CRPF B. R. Jakhar, fired 2” 
mortar. SI Ram Pukar Singh fired from the front, with SLR weapon of the 
injured CRPF jawan. That produced desired result. 3 (three) extremists were 
shot dead and two 7.62mm regular SLRs, one regular English gun, empty and 
live cartridges and other articles were seized from the spot. This achievement 
instilled highest order of confidence in the Police Team, on the other hand, the 
extremists were forced to leave the front. The police team, dead set on to trap 
the fleeing extremists, chased them in hot pursuit. Again, a very frightening 
encounter took place with one group of fleeing extremists in a Banswari near 
village Nasiba. Two CRPF constables received fatal bullet injuries that made 
the situation very grave and tense. The police party was forced to fire on 
attackers. The offenders had no option except to leave the front again. 3 (three) 
extremists were shot dead and arms and ammunitions were recovered from the 
PO. Arrival of DIG Suresh Kumar Bhardwaj and SP Vinay Kumar on the scene 
with heavy reinforcement enthused courage and exalted the morale of the 
combating police team. They further chased the diffused and disheartened 
group of extremists very closely. The third and decisive battle of bullets took 
place near village Parsauni. The extremists stationed in a dense mango orchard, 
were fighting hard with intention to beat off the police party and escape safely. 
In the meantime bullet injury to CRPF Havildar infuriated the Police party. 
They rose to the occasion with extreme conviction and spirit to do or die, in 
utter disregard of self. The offenders were charged with mortars and LMG, 
which did not produce desired result. They were firing incessantly on police 
party. Then, by the order of DG and SP, Para illuminating rounds were fired 
and as a last resort, HE bombs were lobbed into the orchard, which completely 
diffused the group of extremists. One extremist, Prabhu Sahin was arrested and 
huge quantity of arms, ammunitions, explosives, communication equipments 
and literature related to planning and execution of “Operation Dhamaka 
including a regular .303 police rifle were recovered from the PO. In all, the 
police officers fired 527 rounds from their rifles, SLRs, carbines and pistols out 
of which the nominees, Farguddin, SDPO Pakridayal fired 20 rounds from his 
pistol, SI Ram Pukar Singh 28 rounds from his pistol and SI Surendra Kumar 
Singh fired 11 and 26 rounds from the pistol and rifle respectively. Firings by 
extremists were made profusely and so unassessed. Firings by the police party 
in this eventful operation was most controlled and fully justified. Attack on 
Madhuban by a militant group of Maoist extremists was well thought out and 
well planned. Seizures divulged the nationwide network of extremists their 
movements, planning, organizational names and wide gamut of information, 
which have been analyzed in the detailed S. note 05 SP. Updated investigation 

i 
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of the case, confessional statement of arrested extremists, received documents 
and literature reveal that “Operation Dhamaka” as they had named it in their 
documents, i.e. attack on Madhuban town was the outcome of a strategic plan 
for which a number of hardcore extremists at the national level were mobilized. 
A big quantity of arms and ammunitions were requisitioned from outside States. 

In this encounter S/Shri Md. Farghuddin, Sub Divisional Police Officer, 
Ram Pukar Singh, Sub Inspector, Surendra Kumar Singh, Sub Inspector and 
(Late) Nasir Hussain Khan, Constable displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage 
and devotion to duty of a high order.

Statement of service for which the dec o ration has been awarded: 

On 16.09.2006 at about 0915 am. Superintendent of Police, North Bastar 
Kanker District, Shri Pradeep Gupta received information at about 0830 hrs a 
patrol party of Police Station Bhanupratappur of his Distt was ambushed and 
fired upon by Naxalites in the jungles near village Sonadai while it was 
patrolling and searching the area. Pradeep Gupta immediately rushed to the 
spot and joined the patrol party near the encounter site and took stock of the 
situation. The available information revealed that the Naxalites were around 60 
to 70 in number, which included two of their military units (“Platoon dalanT). 
Without any further delay Pradeep Gupta decided to seek out and get at the 
extremists even with the limited number of men available with him in a 
determined fashion, and worked out a plan for a thorough search of the area. 
The available force was divided into two teams and Pradeep himself led the first 
team. He briefed the teams about the plan, and to move tactically in close 
proximity and coordination. The thick undergrowth and foliage of jungles 
offered limited visibility and coupled with the mountainous terrain made their 
movement very difficult. The topography compounded the danger of being 
ambushed by the extremists, but the police party under the determined 
leadership of Pradeep Gupta set out to fulfill its duty to nab the Naxalites. The 
teams kept searching the jungles without respite for nearly 4 hours. At about 
1530 hrs, when the teams were nearing village Korakhurre, it was ambushed by 
Naxalites who started firing on police. The fire was very heavy and intense 
from automatic weapons. The policemen took no time in reacting and fired 
back in self-defence after diving for cover. The Naxalites were in a big number 
and were yelling and hurling threats at the policemen to surrender to survive 
their attack. Pradeep Gupta urged his men to fight back with courage and 
strength and kept the morale of his men high by constant goading and leading 
the offensive from the front. He kept boosting the morale of the Second Party 
took over the wireless. While the exchange of fire was going on, the 
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Commander of the Second Party, which was at a little distance informed the SP 
over wireless that the Naxalites were closing on them from two sides by 
attacking from a new flank, tactically dominating over his party by pinning 
them down and that they may succeed in killing them if not rescued 
immediately. On hearing this, Pradeep Gupta quickly decided to go for 
aggressive offensive to defeat the naxal assault to protect and rescue his men. It 
was an extremely critical juncture when a wrong decision or even a hesitation 
could have meant loss of lives of his subordinate policemen and victory for the 
terrorists He instructed the Second Party to hold their ground firmly and 
provide cover fire to facilitate advance of his party. Encouraged with the bold 
and active support of their leader, the Second party compiled and provided 
cover fire. Pradeep, leading from front, started advancing and firing towards the 
naxalites. His courageous move in the face of heavy volley of intense firing 
directed towards him was fraught with grave danger and risk to his life. Having 
decided to protect his endangered fellowmen, he ignored the danger to his own 
life. Encouraged with the brave and courageous action of their leader, the 
police force responded by advancing and following him. When Pradeep 
reached close to the naxal position he spotted the naxal leader who was 
commanding and exhorting the naxal cadres. Pradeep fired bursts at the 
commander with his assault rifle, which hit him, and he fell down. The fall of 
naxal leader proved to be a big blow to the Naxalites who then started retreating 
and fleeing. The tide immediately turned in favour of police who started 
advancing and giving chase to the retreating Naxalites. The bold and 
courageous initiative of Pradeep broke the naxal seize and their morale. The 
grave” danger to his policemen was successfully averted. However the 
remaining Naxalites used the cover of dense jungle and receding daylight to 
escape from the site and the pursuing policemen. On the subsequent search of 
the encounter site. Police recovered the dead body of the naxal commander with 
a .303” rifle and its live ammunition. The dead Naxalile was later identified as 
Vikasanna @ Vikas @ Shivanna, a Member of Danadakaranya Special Zonal 
Committee (DKSZC), which is a State Committee of the CPI (Maoist) covering 
their activities over the States of Chhattisgarh and part of Maharashtra. He was 
also the Secretary of Garhehiroli Divisional Committee of CPI(Maoist) which 
was entrusted with party activities of North Bastar, Ranker and Rajdnandgaon 
Dists. Of Chhattisgarh and the Gadchiroli Distt of Maharastra state. He was 
carrying a reward of Rs.30,000/- by Maharashtra Government (highest for any 
naxal leader in Maharashtra) and Rs.2 lakh by Andhra Pradesh government 
(proposed for enhancement to Rs.10 lakh). His real name and identity was 
established to be one Uradi Srinivas R/O Nidigunda, of Warrangal Distt of 
Andhra Pradesh, and was wanted in 72 criminal cases by Maharashtra police 
and in 07 cases by Chhattisgarh police. Of these 18 were cases of murders in 
which 31 civilians and 35 policemen were killed. His importance and 
significance in the Maoist organization may be gauged by the fact that 15 years 
ago in 1991 when Maharashtra police apprehended him, naxalites kidnapped the 
then MLA Mr. Dharmarao Baba Atram of Gadchiroli Distt to secure his release. 
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In this encounter Shri Pradeep Gupta, Superintendent of Police displayed 
conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

Hospital but he 
succumbed to his injuries after reaching to Govt. Hospital. The exemplary 
daring, tactful and valiant effort in total disregard of his personal safety not only 
could identify the four wanted criminals but also subsequently led the Kuchcch 
Police in catching the dreaded criminals ( who have planned out several 
robberies in the district). One of the four accused has also assaulted the police 
inspector while he was leading the search and combing operation. The late ASI 
shri Ranjitsinh Julubha Chavda Single handedly putting self before duty 
sacrificed his life for the nation.

The operational party 
despite hostile weather in that area cordoned off the hideout of terrorists who 
were hiding themselves in a big isolated cave. The nafri challenged them to 
surrender but they started firing indiscriminately upon the operational party. 
The operational party retaliated bravely and kept their moral high inspite of 
hurdles, due to heavy snowfall/ rains. During the operation the officer crawled 
inside the cave and led the Army troops/Police party enter in the cave where 
four dreaded foreign terrorists had taken the positions. Leading the operational 
party SI Mohd Aslam No.4450/NGO displayed extra courage without caring for 
his life, fought bravely during dangerous encounter by which operational party 
succeeded to eliminate four dreaded foreign terrorists belonging to Al-Badar 
and HUJI outfits (02 each) alonngwith recovery of huge quantity of arms/ 
ammunition.

Police Station Mahore about the presence of terrorists belonging to HUJI and 
JEM Outfits at village Sumwali in between Sildhar and Bathoie, on 21.02.2006, 
a joint operation was launched by Police assisted by Army 61 RR. During 
search operation, an encounter took place between operational party ( 
Police/Army) and terrorists. During encounter one Army Jawan namely Sepoy 
Rakesh Gupta No.I561599-M scarified his life and NK. Jatindera Singh Chouan 
No.4Q78117-K was injured seriously, while two terrorists namely Abu Qasim 
r/o Pakistan, Tehsil Commander HUJI of Gool area, (2) Mohd. Zaffar Code Abu 
Bakar S/O Master Jamal Din R/o Shajroo Tehsil Mahore belonging to JEM 
outfit were gunned down on spot. During gun battle one of their associates fled 
away from encounter site and hid himself in nearby dhok. A small contingent 
consisting of three SPOs namely SPO. Rattan Singh No,14/SPO-RSI, SPO. 
Mohd. Ashraf No.239/SPO-RSI and SPO. Mohd Maqbooi No. 341/SPO-RSI 
headed by Inspector Talib Hussain, SHO P/S Mahore chased the fleeing 
terrorist upto the dhok where they eliminated him after a prolonged firefight. 
The Inspector exhibited exceptional tactical acumen and field craft of the 
highest order. Unmindful of his personal safety, he stealthily approached the 
terrorist by tightening the cordon under heavy fire and eliminated him. The 
identity of the killed terrorist is established as Qari Hamas code Abdu Saleem 
R/o Pakistan Tehsil Commander HUJI Mahore area. The below mentioned

On receipt of a specific information, during wee hours of 20-01-2007, 
regarding the presence of two Top terrorist Commanders of HUM outfit m a 
hideout made of big boulders of rock concealed by Deodar trees and bushes at 
Nali Dolu forest under Police Station and Tehsil Gandoh, District Doda, an 
operation was meticulously planned by SI Chanchal Singh No. 7222/NGO. 
After tracking for 02 hours through tough terrain and snow bound jungle SI 
Chanchal Singh alongwith a component of Police and CRPF immediately laid 
the outer cordon around the most tactically built hideout. SI Chanchal Singh 
alowngwith Constable Tek Chand No. 1109/D volunteered to approach the 
hideout to offer the terrorist’s to surrender. On noticing the movement ot 
Chanchal Singh and his associates, the terrorists opened indiscriminate fire 
towards them with an intention to target the police personnel and escape the 
cordon, but the SI and Constable showing the presence of mind of a highes 
order took positions and retaliated the fire in self defence. This fire fight 
continued for Vi hour. SI Chanchal Singh directed the other cordon personnel to 
come closer to the hideout by narrowing the cordon and give covering bre Sl 
Chanchal Singh and Constable Tek Chand under the covering fire from the 
cordon party tactically crawled near the hideout without canng for their lives, 
again asked the terrorists to lay down arms and surrender but the holed up 
terrorists lobbed grenades and continued indiscriminate firing. Sensing e 
tactics of terrorists to get out of the hideout under the impact of grenades and 
firing Si'Chanchal Singh and Constable Tek Chand launched assault on 
hideout thereby killing both the dreaded “ A” grade terrorists on spot. Their

During the intervening night of 2 nd and 3 rd July- 2006, an operation was 
launched from Darhal into Tambar Nari forest in Hill Tak area at a distance of 
about 25 Km from Police Station Darhal. A group of SOG/SSR under the 
command of Shri Mohd Farid Dy SP, after traveling in an inhospitable terrain 
through out the night, surrounded three terrorists in a hide out in deep forest and 
an encounter ensued. The terrorists hiding in the hide out were asked to 
surrender but terrorists started indiscriminate firing upon the troops which was 
retaliated as a result of which one "A” Category terrorist namely Ansar Pathan 
@ Shikari-2 District Commander of HIZB-E-ISLAMI outfit R/O Pakistan and a 
local terrorist namely Mohd Ikhlaq S/O Chandi @ Sky Fighter were killed 
while another foreign terrorist namely Omar (“A” category) was injured but 
managed to escape taking cover of thick forest and heavy rain and fog. Dy SP 
Mohd Farid had fought with the terrorist despite heavy odds and without caring 
for nis life. The said officer has shown an exemplary courage in the encounter 
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as a result of which the above mentioned two dreaded terrorists were eliminated 
without any causality of civilian or any loss of our men. The following

Based on a specific information developed by Police, a joint operation 
was launched in village Amirabad (Drumbal) Tral, in the evening of 29.5.2006. 
After laying the cordon, parties were formed to carry out searches. These 
parties were led by S/Shri H.K.Lohia,IPS, DIG, SKR, Aanantnag; Sardar 
Khan,SP, Awantipofa C.D.Agarwal, 2IC 53 Battalion BSF and S.G.Goyal, 2IC 
173 Bn BSF and their officers. The terrorists trapped in the cordon avoided 
firing, hoping to break the cordon during night hours. Since it was dark by then, 
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the cordon was further strengthened by putting physical barriers viz: concertina 
wire, road block, lighting up of area and reinforcement, in order to foil the 
attempts of ANEs to escape and also to avoid civilian causalities, loss to 
property etc. In the first light of 30.05.2006, the searches were resumed and at 
around 0900 hours, the search parties were fired upon, but moving tactically 
these officers thwarted the evil designs of ANEs and effectively retaliated. In 
the meanwhile, the other group of terrorists lobbed three grenades in quick 
succession on parties led by S/Shri Sarkar Khan, SP Awantipora, Manoj Kumar, 
AC, 53 Bn, BSF, Mohammad Rashid, DYSP police component, Tral but since 
the search parties were anticipating such a move, no damage was caused and the 
terrorists were pinned down with effective and controlled fire. Finally, at 
around 1100 hours, by narrowing down the cordon, parties led by S/Shri 
H.K.Lohia, Sardar Khan, B.D.Shah, AC 53 Bn BSF, Mohammad Rashid, Dy.SP 
Police component Tral, went for targeted fire on the hiding terrorists and as a 
result of such coordinated operation, 02 of the terrorists got killed. Owing to 
heavy fire and intermittent lobbing of grenade the old wooden house, where 

these ANEs were hiding, caught fire. However, showing exemplary courage, 
these officers (with the help of fire brigade) controlled the fire from spreading 
to adjoining houses. 

In the meanwhile other terrorists, exploded several IED's and threw 
grenades, in a bid to cause loss to the police party and also tried to set several 
houses, place of worship on fire in a bid to escape. Because of the heroic and 
gallant efforts of the men and officers of J&K police and BSF, the damage was 
avoided and in order to avoid killing of civilian the officers taking great risks 
evacuated all the civilians (around 80-100) to the nearby school building. By 
this time, darkness had set in and hence the cordon was again fortified. At 
around 2130 hours one terrorist hurled 02 grenades and opened heavy volume 
of fire on parties, guarding the Nallah side, in a bid to escape but the parties led 
by R.S.Bisht, AC 173 Bn, BSF, Mumtaz Ahmad, SDPO Awantipora foiled such 
attempts and retaliated, forcing the terrorist to retreat in his place of hiding. 
Following this escape bid, the terrorists were localized and the other search 
parties led by H.K.Lohia, IPS, DIG, Mohd Rashid, Dy.SP Police Component, 
Tral, further fortified the place and maintained night long vigil. 

On 31.05.2006, in early morning hours, searches were begun by all the 
parties. The terrorists were not allowed to put the houses on fire by effective 
and controlled firing, in tandem by all the search parties in well co-ordinate and 
strategic moves and after getting frustrated, terrorists came out in the open by 
breaking a mud wall and directly targeted the senior officer who were 
advancing from various directions. In such dastardly attack, parties led by SP 
Awantipora Sardar Khan and S.G.Goel, 2 I/C 173 Bn, BSF came under direct 
line of fire and in this 03 BSF personnel of 173 Bn. namely Constable Altaf 
Hussain No.97199256, HC Kashmiri Lai No.85254200, Constable Baljinder 
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Singh No 01109956, got injured, who were immediately evacuated for medical 
treatment, following which lives of 02 BSF personnel could be saved but 
constable Altaf Hussain No.97199256 of 173 Bn BSF attained martyrdom. In 
the meanwhile Police parties led by Sardar Khan, SP Awantipora S.G.Goel 
o I/C 173 Bn BSF, Mumataz Ahmad, SDPO Awantipora resorted to targeted fire 
the terrorists, killing him swiftly. Two of the three killed terrorists were 
identified as dreaded terrorists of HM outfit, name y Oi Mohd Ayub Naik @ 
Waseem S/o Abdul Ahad Naik r/o Drumal/Amnbad (n) Mohd Ashraf Bhat @ 
Sahil @ Moulvi s/o Sonaullah Bhat r/o Naudal, believed to be involved in at 
least 30 cases of civil/security forces killings, important being the attack on IB 
personnel at village Sherabad (Tral) in which one IB officer V*nod Kumar was 
killed and two others were injured (FIR No.32/2006 dated 12-04.2006 of P S 
Awantipora) and broad daylight attack on Ex-MP Shn All Mohd Naik■ * Tra 
which Ex-MP was critically injured and two policemen got kill ( 
No.34/2006 dated 17.04.2006 P/S Tral). Besides, the killed terronsts were 
involved in several stand off attacks, grenade lobbying, IED blasts etc. The 
third terrorist killed could not be identified, as the body was charred beyond 
recognition/ in the debris of the gutted house. 

The operation was called off, on the evening of 31.05.2006, after 
ensuring that no explosives etc. are lying behind and the area is safe for return 

of local population. Active assistance was provided to the locals by 

security forces in clearing the area, rebuilding their dwellings (relief both in 
cash and kind) and restoring of their cattle and properties, which resulted in 

winning over their hearts.

On 21.02.2006, it was reliably learnt that a local militant namely Zaffar 
Iqbal of HM alongwith one of his close associate is present in Dara Sangla area. 
Immediately the input was shared with local Army and Commando Group 
Surankote. Accordingly a joint column left for the targeted areas the same day. 
The Commando Group was led by SI Paramjeet Singh. Before launching the 
operation and laying the siege of the suspected area the nafri was adequately 
briefed and was directed to advance cautiously as the area was uphill and full of 
trees and bushes. SI Paramjeet Singh split the nafri into two columns one led 
with the instructions to approach from the left side which had no natural cover. 
Whereas the other column approached from the right side from Jungle area. On 
22.02.2006 at about 7 AM the nafri forming cordon came under heavy fire by 
tcrroiists who were hiding behind thick bushes about 50 yards away from an 
abandoned house. The first burst of fire could not cause any damage to the alert 
troops. The nafri took position and simultaneously returned fire. SI Paramjeet 
Singh directed Constable Ghulam Hussain No.657/P to give him covering fire 
and himself started crawling towards the terrorists. As soon as he reached near 
me abanuOiitd house he hide behind it, and lobbed grenades towards the 
terrorists hiding behind the bushes which forced the terrorists to flee. While 
running they resorted to firing indiscriminately. However both the fleeing 
terrorists were shot dead by SI Paramjeet Singh and Constable Ghulam Hussain. 
They were later identified as Zaffar Iqbal R/o Potha of HM and Abu Irfan R/o 
Pulwama of HM. 


In this encounter Shri Paramjeet Singh, Sub Inspector displayed 
conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

On 05.06.2005, on a specific information regarding presence of a group 
of terrorists in village Jamola Kalal Kass in the jurisdiction of Police Station 
Rajouri, Dy. SP Hqrs, Rajouri, Shri K.SJasrotia, without loosing any time, 
mobilized the Commando Group Rajouri under the command of Dy.SP (Ops) 
Rajouri Shri T.R. Katoch, nafri of Police Station Rajouri and Army. While 
conducting the search operation, the nafri was divided into four columns and 
Police personnel being locals and well versed with the topography of the area, 
led the troops towards the targetted area. The striking party were further 
divided into two groups under the command of S/Shri T. R. Katoch, Dy.SP 
(Ops) & K.S. Jasrotia, Dy. SP Hqrs. During search operation, soon after the 
target houses were cordoned, terrorists started volume of firing on the search 
party, which was effectively retaliated. The terrorists came out from the 
targeted houses and started running towards Nallah/Forest in two groups. One 
of the striking party headed by Dy.SP (Ops) Shri T.R. Katoch alongwith HC 
Mohd Sharief No.ll7/R and SG CT. Punjab Singh 959/R, chased the fleeing 
terrorists and fought with them without caring for their lives, resulting in the 
death of three terrorists. The other party headed by Dy.SP Hqrs. Shn 
K.SJasrotia, while chasing the fleeing terrorists towards forest, directed his 
troops to keep the terrorists engaged in firing from one side and he alongwith 
the party entered into the forest from other side. While reaching near the place 
where from terrorists were firing, the party was fired upon by the terrorists and 
in the encounter shot dead the other two terrorists. In all 05 terrorists were 
killed in this gallant action. The identification of the slain terrorists was 
established as (i) Syed Nissar Ali @ Shah Ji, Div. Comdr. of JEM outfit (ii) 
Bilal and (iii) Manaz Ali S/o Shah Tulla R/o Topa Darhal Rajouri, the 
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identification of other two terrorists could not be established. The following 
arms and ammunition were recovered from the possession of slain terrorists:

On 02 01 2004 at 1850 hours, two suspected persons wearing army dress 
were spotted by SGCt. Kamal Mehra N 0 .I 6 /GRP at platform No.2/3 at Railway 
Station, Jammu by their movements and the type of shoes they were wearing 
and he alerted his nearby SPO Mohinder Kumar No.233/SPO. Immediately the 
SGCt. and SPO of GRP, exhibited extreme courage and presence of mind and 
without caring for their lives, challenged these two suspicious persons to 
disclose their identity and in return these two suspicious persons opene 
indiscriminate firing, causing serious bullet injuries to them, with the result they 
fell down. These two fidayeens continued indiscriminate firing with their 
automatic weapons and also lobbed hand grenades, which created terror among 
people present on the platforms, killing two BSF personnel namelyCtDinesh 
Chander No.89003625 of 129 Bn BSF and Goverdhan Ram No.8200257C 145 
Bn BSF who were waiting for their train. Inspector Hardeep Singh SHO 
Railway Police Station and his men kept the militants engaged in cross firing till 
the reinforcement reached the spot. Shri A.R.Khan, IGP, Crime & Railway, 
J&K, immediately rushed on spot and was the first senior officer to par lcipa e 
in the encounter. Till the time, the operation was organized by IGP, Jammu ( 
assisted by DIG Jammu & SSP Jammu), and GOC Tiger Division, in whic 
both the terrorists (fidayeens) were eliminated during an encounter, the quic 
response to face the first brunt of the fidayeen attack was made by the GRP 
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Personnel under the command of IGP, Crime & Rlys. Shri A.R.Khan, Addl. SP 
Crime & Railways Shri Udey Kumar Aima, SDPO Railways Shri Mohd Hafiz 
Malik and SHO P/S Railways Inspr. Hardip Singh 1525/NGO. With the 
presence of mind and wit of the officers, managed the retaliatory act in such a 
way that both the fidayeens were forced to stay back at Railway bridge. The 
eviction plan implemented by GRP personnel under IGP, Crime & Rlys. in 
shifting the passengers to safer places was excellent and saved the precious lives 
of passengers. The gallant action of the officers engaged the other terrorist in 
the encounter till the additional forces of police and army reached the spot and 
in joint operation the other terrorist was also killed. During the operation, in 
which army also joined later, the following personnel who laid down their lives 
in the cause of the country, were awarded Shaurya Chakra (posthumously): -

Statement of service for which the decoration h as been awarded: 

On 23/06/05 Sri.N.Guruprasad received information that a group of 10-12 
naxalites fully armed with fire-arms & Grenades were moving in the vicinity of 
the forest near Kammarapalu, Devarabalu hamlet of Hallihole village and were 
involved in propaganda against eviction of illegal forest dwellers from 
Mukambika Wild Life Sanctuary. RSI, Anti Naxalite Squad relayed the 
information to Sri. Murugan, SP over telephone and as per his directions, Sri 
Guruprasad with Anti-naxalite squad and ANF left for Hallihole in two 
vehicles. The team alighted at a spot at a distance of 9 to 10 kms from Kattinadi, 
Devarabalu. RSI Guruprasad divided the team into three groups and briefed the 
team about the operation to be conducted. Further he also instructed that 
minimum force should be used to apprehend the culprits. The third team which 
was personally headed by RSI Sri N.Guruprasad including Sri.M.C.Jose APC 
12 of DCIB trekked through forest tracks and reached Kattinadi Devarabalu in 
Udupi district at around 2.00 pm in the afternoon. The team combed the forests 
near Kattinadi, Devarabalu where naxalites were allegedly conducting their 
activities. While searching for the naxalites, Sri Surendra Bovi, APC who was 
in the head sighted a group of 10-12 naxalites with rifles walking in the forest. 
On being noticed by the Naxalites he, quickly dropped his AK 47 rifle in the 
nearby bushes mistaking him to be a villager the naxalites enquired him about 
the route to Narasimha Naika's house. After the naxalites moved from the spot 
Surendra Bovi alerted M.CJose, APC who was nearby. On seeing this naxalites 
who were at a distance become suspicious and taking cover opened fire at Sri 
Surendra Bovi & Sri. M.C.Jose. Sri. M.C.Jose promptly retaliated the fire in self 
defence. Sri. N.Guruprasad who was nearby also came and joined to two APC’s 
with his team & returned fire effectively against the naxalites. As a result the 
naxalites stopped firing and ran into the thick forest. The team immediately 
rushed to the spot and found the bodies of two naxalites. They were later 
identified as Kiran @ Umesh Banakal and Akash @ Ajith Kusubi. The naxalites 
who had escaped were not found. The group was a part of the People s War 
Group involved in naxalite activities in Raichur, Chikamagalur, Shimoga etc 
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and several criminal cases had been registered against them. Kiran @ Umesh is 
also suspected to be the Area Commander of Kundapur area. Sri M.C.Jose, 
APC 12, DCIB exhibited great sense of duty and courage in battling the 
naxalites from the front. He bravely battled the Naxalites and protected the lives 
of his team members. Despite the grave situation he displayed great courage in 
battling and thwarting the Naxalites and ensured that no team members and 
innocent villagers were killed or injured. Sri Guruprasad RSI, DAR, Udupi 
exhibited great sense of duty and leadership. He lead the team in the battle with 
against 10-12 naxalites and despite being in great danger gallantly fought the 
naxalites. Further the brave actions of this officer have hit the naxalites very 
hard who otherwise would have executed their evil designs in the district. 

In this encounter S/Shri N. Guruprasad, Reserve Sub Inspector and 
M.C.Jose, Armed Police Constable displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage 
and devotion to duty of a high order.

On 03.09.2006 P.I Babulal Patel and P.C.-30889, Rajendra Shankar Kale 
alongwith Driver H.C/28713 Rohidas Ratan Sonawane left for night patrolling 
as per direction of North Region Control Room. When they were on way near 
the Dahisar Railway Station on the west side of Jaywant Sawant Marg, at 
around 11.45 P.M. some people ran towards the patrolling van and told the 
police party that a knife-wielding miscreant was creating terror at Mhatrewadi, 
Dahisar. They also pointed out to a man wearing only a pant, standing at the 
corner of the by-lane and brandishing a Rampuri knife towards the people who 
had assembled there. P.C. NO. 30889 Rajendra Shankar Kale alighted from the 
Police vehicle and identified the miscreant as Diwakar @ Rocky Yadav, a 
dreaded desperado. Seeing the policemen, Diwakar Yadav started ru " m "S 
towards the by lane, Since the police jeep could not pursue him through the 
narrow by lane, P.C No.30889/ Rajendra S. Kale started chasing the criminal on 
foot During the chase, Diwakar Yadav stabbed one watchman of the 
residential society who came in his way and started moving towards local 
Ganapti pandal. P.C. No. 30889/ Rajendra s. Kale then shouted at Diwakar 
Yadav to surrender the Police but instead of heeding to his warmng, Diwakar 
Yadav threatened P.C. No. 30889/ Rajendra Kale in Hindi “ Aage Aayega tho 
Ghusadke Kat Dalunga” P.C. No.30889/ Rajendra S. Kale then pounced upon 
the dreaded criminal but Diwakar Yadav slashed P.C. No.30889/ Rajendra S. 
Kale with his knife in the abdomen. Just when Diwakar Yadav was about to 
stab him again P.C. No.30889/ Rajendra S. Kale managed to whip out his 
service pistol from the holster and shot Diwakar Yadav in his thigh causing the 
latter lost his balance and slipped P.C. No.30889/ Rajendra S. Kale then 
disarmed Diwakar Yadav and took hold of the knife and arrested the accused. 
Meanwhile P.I. Babulal Patel came to the place of incidence. The PO |lcf /par Y 
when informed about the incident on mobile phone by P.C. No. 308 / 
Rajendra S.Kale arrived on the spot. Later, both the injured P.c. No.308 / 

Kale as well as the miscreant Diwakar Yadav, were removed to B.agwat 
Hospital, Borivali, Mumbai. In this connection, a case ot a « em P t 0 C ° m 
murder was registered at MHB Colony P. Stn. Bonvali, Mumbaii vide C K N^ 
178/06 u/s 353, 307, 324, 506 (ii) IPC against Diwakar @ Rocky Bhairavath 
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Yadav and the same is under investigation. Enquiry of the accused has revealed 
that he was arrested in several sensational cases such as murder, robbery, 
extortion, thefts etc. in the jurisdiction of MHB, Dahisar, Kashimira and Mira 
Road area.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 

Late Shri Pradip Sitaram Nimbalkar, Police Constable Buckle No.01-584, 
aged 28 years, resident of 92/3221, Nehru Nagar, Kurla (East) Mumbai 400024 
joined Mumbai City Police service on 17.10.2001 as a police constable. After 
he completed his police training, he was posted to Armed Police Head Quarters, 
Naigaon, Mumbai. He was a zealous and punctual policeman, who performed 
his daily duties with interest and dedication. From 26.07.2005 afternoon till 
27.07.2005, there was heavy rainfall in Mumbai City and the outskirts of city. 
The low laying areas of the city got in inundated due to the unprecedented 
rainfall. The traffic came to grinding halt and electric supply also failed. 
Mumbai City got practically submerged on 26.07.2006. On that fateful day. 
Police Constable, late Shri Pradip Sitaram Nimbalkar, after performing his daily 
duties, left for his residence at Nehru Nagar, Kurla (East) at 2000 hrs. Due to 
water logging, he could reach upto Subhash Shah Chowk at about 0815 hrs. 
There was nearly 6 to 10 ft, water and practically the complete area of Nehru 
Nagar, Kurla (East) was submerged. Police Constable, Late Shri Pradip Sitaram 
Nimbalkar noticed one person who was later identified as Vijay A 13 un 
Ambhore, aged 33 years getting drowned & dragged in the floodwater. He was 
desperately shouting for help. Police Constable, late Shri. Pradip Sitaram 
Nimbalkar jumped immediately into the water, swam against the flow of water 
for a considerable length, risking his own life and caught hold of Vijay Arjun 
Ambhore by his shirt and dragged him to safely. Few minutes later. Police 
Constable, late Shri Pradip Sitaram Nimbalkar again noticed one more person, 
later identified as Hemant Ramesh Satam, getting drowned and dragged in the 
water. Hence he again jumped in floodwater, swam, and brought Hemant 
Ramesh Satam, out of the water logged area safely. Police Constable, late Shri 
Pradip Sitaram Nimbalkar was actively involved in rendering crucial help in 
saving lives of people who were getting drown in the floodwater at Sub hash 
Shah Chowk. He had involved himself whole-heartedly in the rescue work in 

order to save lives of the victims of flood. Again at about 0945 hrs. Police 
Constable, late Shri Pradip Sitaram Nimbalkar noticed one more person getting 
drowned. He was getting dragged in heavy flow of water. On seeing this. 
Police Constable, late Shri Pradip Sitaram Nimbalkar swam towards him and 
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caught hold of his shirt. At that time, the panic stricken man embraced 
Nimbalkar tightly. Nimbalkar tried to get out of his hold in order to save both 
of them, but he could not succeed and both of them got drowned in heavy flow 
of water. Sadly, the body of Pradip Nimbalkar was found the next day i.e. on 
28.07.2005 at about 0815 hrs near building No.92, Nehru Nagar, Kurla (East). 
An accidental death was registered vide ADR No.99/2005 dated 28.07.05 at 
Nehru Nagar Police Station. 

Shri Pradip Sitaram Nimbalkar, Police Constable saved lives of (1) Vijay 
Arjun Ambhore age 33 years (2) Hemant Ramesh Satam, age 21 years 
sacrificing his own life. 

Thus Police constable, late Shri Pradip Sitaram Nimbalkar used his 
presence of mind, acted with determination inspite of danger to his own life, in 
discharge of his duty for saving two people from getting drowned. He also 
saved lives of several people by guiding them to safe places, and later sacrificed 
his own life while saving an unknown person from being drowned. 

Under the circumstances (Late) Shri Pradip Sitaram Nimbalkar, 
Constable displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a 
high order.

Statement of service for which the decoration h as been awarded. 

On 11.08.2006 at about 4.00 am, received a reliable information was 
received about the presence of some 8/10 heavily armed militants at a house in 
Takhel village. The report further stated that the armed militants was planning 
to lay ambushes on security forces, sabotage the Independence Day celebration 
in the state by planting and exploding I.E.Ds in the state capital before and 
during the celebration of Independence Day 2006. On receipt of the 
information, a combined force of CDO, Imphal East and West, numbering 
approximately 5 officers and 30 constables and riflemen, under the command of 
Inspector M Mubi Singh, OC, Commando Imphal East organized an operation 
plan and rushed to the area without further loss of time. On reaching Sanjebam 
village, 1 Km short of Takhel village the force was divided into 3 (three) 
separate groups. Each group was assigned an area each for domination and 
search operation. Insp M Mubi Singh and his group were assigned to dominate 
and cutt off the escape route towards Heirok village in the east. SI P Achouba 
Meetei and his group were assigned the northwestern escape route at near 
Chingni Maril stream. SI Th. Jayenta Singh and his group were assigned the 
northeastern corner of the village at Khambachingjin. The remaining teams 
were covering the village at in between Sanjebam and Takhel village as well as 
on the top of the hillock on the southern side of the Takhel village. Within 
10 minutes, each group took up their respective areas of assignment. After 
about 15 minutes of the search operation, the police party under Inspr. Mubi 
Singh came under heavy fire from near the house of one Takhellambam Mimai 
Singh of Takhel village. Insp M Mubi Singh, C/NO.9801149 T Sadananda and 
C/No.0101128 H Premjit and other dived to the nearby nullahs, some took 
cover hy lying flat on the ground. They also immediately returned the fire. 
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After about 3-4 minutes, there was a slight lull in the firing from the militant 
side, taking the opportunity. Constable Sadananda and Premjit, both holding an 
AK rifles each, crawled forward to observe the source of the fire. Suddenly 
there was a barrage of firing from the militant towards them. The two constables 
ducked and took cover behind an elevated small mound. After about 10 
seconds, firing came from other location and increases their firings both the 
constables separately retaliated to the two sources of firing without any let up. 
Then, Constable Sadananda saw one militant partly inside a pond behind the 
house, with an AK Rifle firing continually at both of them; he immediately fired 
to the armed militant and the militant lay dead at the spot. Both the Constables 
Sadananda and Premjit crawled ahead and closing in to locate another militant. 
An A K rifles loaded with one magazine was recovered from the spot, where a 
militant was found shot dead. Then Constable Premjit saw armed persons 
escaped from the house and ran towards Chingni Maril, and he immediately 
informed SI Achouba through W/t set. They were intercepted by the group 
headed SI Achouba Meetei. The fleeing militants having no escaped route fired 
towards the police party and tried to escape but the police party also retaliated 
immediately. Then, SI Achouba saw a militant armed with an AK rifles firing 
at him continuously. SI Achouba, who was holding an AK rifles, fired toward 
the militant killing him instantly at the spot. Hav. Premananda, who was just 
behind SI Achouba saw another militant armed with AK rifles crawling and 
firing towards the police party, Hav Premananda, who was also holding an AK 
rifles, fired towards the militant, the militant, however, escaped with serious 
injury, leaving behind an AK rifle loaded with one magazine and a rocket 
launcher with 12 (twelve) nos of CTG 40 MM Lethod Bomb. A trail of blood 
was followed but disappeared in the thick hills. 

Later, the two deceased were identified as hardcore members of PLA 
(fighting force), they are. 

(i) S/S. Cpl Mangsatabam Somorjit Meitei (30 S/O Iboyaima of 
Luwangsangbam Awang leikai. 

(ii) S/S. L/Cpl, Loitongbam Sunil Singh (26) S/O L Naran 
Babu of Sorbon Thingel, Uripok.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 

On 08.05.2006 at about 5.50 p.m. a reliable information was received that 
some armed cadres of People United Liberation Front(PULF) in short, were 
seen camping in a house at Sora Mamang Leikai village, on the National 
Highway-39, they were planning to indulge in subversive activities and 
extortion from the public as well as from the vehicles plying on NH-39 by 
kidnapping them for ransom. On receipt of the information, 3 teams of 
CDO/Thoubal unit led by commander JC No.517 Jem. A. Subhas Singh of 3 rd 
IRB attached with CDO, Thoubal unit assisted by ASI N.Tikendra Meetei and 
Hav. 1320001017 Ch. Pushpendra Kumar of 3 rd IRB attached with CDO, 
Thoubal unit numbering 3 Officer and 12 men in three light vehicles rushed to 
Sora Mamang Leikai Village. The team on arrival at Heimanglok village, 
which is 1 km short of Sora Mamang Leikai village, Jem. Subhas deployed the 
three teams under one commander each tactically at 3 likely escape routes of 
the militants from their hide out. Jem. Subhas Singh and his party taking up 
position on the eastern side of the village, leading to the hillside. ASI Tikendra 
and his party were deployed at the South Eastern corner of Sora Mamang Leikai 
village leading to Maring village and Hav. Pushpendra and his party were 
deployed at the western corner of the village, on NH-39. The three groups 
simultaneously conducted tactical search operation of each house one by one. 
Suddenly, the police party under Jem. Subhas Singh was fired upon heavily 
with automatic weapons from a thatched shed, at a distance about 30-35 metres 
away from their location. The police party dived and took position in a nearby 
house and also retaliated immediately after firing intermittently for about 5/6 
minutes, there was a lull for about a minute, Jem. A. Subhas Singh and Rfm.No. 
1194488 Md. Habibur Rahaman, both holding an AK assault rifles each, 
crawled and inched forward with a great risk of their lives, otherwise there was 
the possibility of the armed militants overpowering them. After closing in about 
10-15 metres, covered by Jem. A. Subhas Rfm. Habibur Rahaman moved 
ahead, ran and hide behind a tree, thinly covering himself. Jem. Subhas slightly 
raised his head and spotted one person holding an AK Series rifles, firing at 
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Rfm. Habibur Rahaman, Immediately Jem. Subhas fired from his rifle and shot 
him dead. Then Rfm. Habibur Rahaman saw a person crawling away very fast 
from the spot in the midst of a vegetable garden, he immediately informed ASI 
Tikendra on the wireless set. On getting the information ASI Tikendera Meetei 
and his party moved forward tactically. After about 2 minutes, Rfm. 
No.0197011 Md. Yahiya Khan spotted one person slightly, moving suspiciously 
in between a cow shed, he immediately indicated by a sign to ASI Tikendra and 
moved forward to verify, then suddenly the individual stand up and hurled a 
hand grenade towards the police party and the grenade fell in between ASI 
Tikendra and Rfm. Yahiya Khan, which fortunately did not explode. Instantly, 
ASI Tikendra and Rfm. Yahiya Khan, both holding an AK rifles each, fired to 
the individual simultaneously killing him at the spot. After the firing ceased, the 
spot was thoroughly searched and found two bullet ridden dead bodies, they 
were later on identified as, namely: 

(i) Md. Musham (22) S/o Md. Enamuddin of Sikhong Muslim village, 
a hardcore member of PULF. 

(ii) Md. Yakub Ali (23) S/o Md. Akbar of Yairipok Bamon Leikai, an 
active member of PULF. 

The details of arms and ammunition recovered. 

(i) One AK-56 Rifle bearing regd. No.56-18098864, 

(ii) Two magazines, two live rounds of AK ammunition, 

(iii) Thirteen empty cases of AK ammunitions, 

(iv) One hand grenade ( made in China). 

In this encounter S/Shri Md. Habibur Rahaman, Rifleman and Md. 
Yahiya Khan, Rifleman displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion 
to duty of a high order.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 


On 19.09.2006, information was received by Smti C.A. Lyngwa, MPS, 
that some HNLC militants were taking shelter in the Houses of some supporters 
at Umkrem village. The same evening two teams one led by Smti C.A. 
Lyngwa, MPS and the other led by SI Isaac S. Marak proceeded to the village, 
which is around 90 Kms away from Shillong. On reaching the village at 0430 
Hrs of 20.09.2006, the teams led by Smti. C.A. Lyngwa, MPS and SI Isaac S. 
Marak respectively proceeded to their target houses which were located in the 
same village. On reaching the targeted house the team led by SI Isaac S.Marak 
quickly cordoned off the house. While cordoning, the militants got alerted and 
started firing at the police team. The police also retaliated in self defence. 
During the exchange of fire, one of the militant jumped out from the back 
window and ran towards the jungle. On seeing this, two police personnel 
namely BN C/321 Bishnu Marak and BNC/363 Sundayver Sangma pursued the 
fleeing militant into the jungle. To prevent any more escape, SI Isaac S. Marak 
alongwith BNC/576 Sanjeev Sharma and BNC/319 Cronen Marak went into 


aggressive attack and stormed into the house. Inspite of continued heavy and 
random firing from inside the house, SI Isaac S. Marak alongwith BNC/576 
Sanjeev Sharma and BNC/319 Cronen Mark displayed exemplary courage and 
determination and in complete disregard to their own safety broke into the 
house where the militants were holed up with weapons. SI Isaac S. Marak, even 
in the face of grave danger to his life was able to single handedly gun down one 
of the militant who was armed with a weapon. When the officer was engaged in 
the encounter with the militants some of the bullets fired by the other militants 
nearly hit the officer which could have cost him his life, if not for his quick 
reaction. Inspite of this the officer remains undeterred. At the same instant, 
BNC/576 Sanjeev Sharma and BNC/319 Cronen Mark simultaneously pounced 
on the other militant who was trying to jump out of the window, apprehended 
him and disarmed him of his weapon.

Immediately after the 
transaction of delivery of explosive material, DCP Alok Kumar, who was 
positioned nearest to the spot of delivery, loudly disclosed his identity and asked 
the militants to surrender. At this Pakistani terrorist immediately whipped out 
his firearm and started indiscriminately firing at the advancing DCP Alok 
Kumar and after running towards ITO side, he took turn left towards a service 
lane leading towards Arya Samaj Mandir. Bullet fired by trained Pak militant hit 
DCP Alok Kumar on the chest but was saved due to the bullet proof jacket, 
worn by him. However he did not loose heart and in spite of being hit by the 
bullet he kept on the chase and fired at the militant in order to apprehend him 
and to save the lives of his fellow team members. Pak trained militant took 
cover of a tree in the service lane and continued firing at the police party. It was 
a war like condition, ringed by enemy fire and it was almost impossible to nail 
down the terrorist who was continuously firing in order to flee from the spot. It 
was a safer position of tree held by the terrorist with sophisticated weapon. DCP 
Alok Kumar knew fully well that Pak trained terrorist was capable of inflicting 
heavy causality on the police party with such safer position and armed with 
sophisticated weapon. Undeterred and unfazed DCP Alok Kumar who was in 
open area with out any cover to take cover of, continued retaliating in self 
defence.

Pak trained militant took cover of a tree in the 
service lane and continued firing at the police party. It was a war like condition, 
ringed by enemy fire and it was almost impossible to nail down the terrorist 
who was continuously firing in order to flee from the spot. It was a safer 
position of tree held by the terrorist with sophisticated weapon. ACP Sanjeev 
Kumar Yadav knew fully well that Pak trained terrorist was capable of inflicting 
heavy causality on the police party with such safer position and armed with 
sophisticated weapon.

Immediately after the transaction of delivery of 
explosive material, on being challenged, Pakistani terrorist immediately 
whipped out his firearm and started indiscriminately firing at the advancing 
police party and after running towards ITO side, he took a left turn towards a 
service lane leading towards Arya Samaj Mandir. Insp Mohan Chand Sharma 
was very close to the militant and when he tried to stop the fleeing terrorist, he 
fired at Insp Mohan Chand Sharma with aim. Bullet fired by trained Pak 
militant hit Insp Mohan Chand Sharma on the chest but was saved due to the 
bullet proof jacket, worn by him. However he did not loose heart and in spite of 
hitting by the bullet he kept on the chase and fired at the militant in order to 
apprehend him and to save the lives of his fellow team members. Pak trained 
militant took cover of a tree in the service lane and continued firing at the police 
party. It was a war like condition, ringed by enemy fire and it was almost 
impossible to nail down the terrorist who was continuously firing in order to 
flee from the spot. It was a safer position of tree held by the terrorist with 
sophisticated weapon. Insp Mohan Chand Sharma knew fully well that Pak 
trained terrorist was capable of inflicting heavy causality on the police party 
with such safer position and armed with sophisticated weapon.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 

On 53.2005, there was specific information that Hamid would be coming 
from J&K along with a consignment of explosives and will alight at Mukraba 
Chowk, Samaipur Badli bypass and his associate Mohd Sariq would come on a 
motorcycle having registration No. HR-13-S-2639 to pick him up. At about 4.40 
PM. Mohd. Sariq on the motorcycle came to Mukraba Chowk and stopped near 
a STD booth. Hamid got down from a TATA Sumo. He was found carrying a 
bae. He sat down on the motorcycle of Mohd Sariq and while they were moving 
away they were intercepted. The bag when searched was found to contain 
Explosive Substance RDX which when weighed come to 10.560 kgs. A case 
vide FIR No. 40 dated 5.3.2005 u/s 121/121 -A/122/123/120-B IPC and 4/5 Exp. 
Sub. Act & 18/20 Unlawful Activities Prevention Act-2004 was registered and 
motorcycle on which they were traveling was also seized. Hamid Husain @ 
Abu Faisal and Mohd. Sariq both residents of Jaffrabad, Seelampur, Delhi were 
subjected to interrogation. They disclosed that they are members of Lashkar-e- 
Tayyeba and Hamid Hussain further disclosed that he had been working for the 
militant outfit since 2002. He stated that earlier also he had collected 
consignment of three AK rifles 6 magazines, large number of rounds, grenades, 
dynamite, detonators and the same have been kept in a safe hide out at Suraj 
Vihar, Uttam Nagar, Delhi. He further stated that in the safe hideout there are 
three Lashkar-e-Tayyeba militants and two are of Pakistani origin by the name 
of Bilawal and Shahnawaz and another Lashkar-e-Tayyeba militant Shamsh of 
Indian origin are present and their plans are to conduct a fidayeen attack on 
Indian Military Academy, Dehradun, Uttranchal. On this information, a team 
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led by Sh Rajbir ACP well protected with Bullet proof vests, bullet proof 
Helmets and duly equipped with sophisticated arms and ammunition reached 
Suraj Vihar, Uttarn Nagar, Delhi. The hideout was identified and the area was 
receed. The area was evacuated and the police team surrounded the house. 
Sensing the presence of police the militants opened fire and in the ensuing 
shootout which lasted for about one hour three militants were killed. The 
militants fired nearly 160 rounds from their AK-56 assault rifles while police 
team fired 270 rounds. The deceased militants were identified as Bilawal @ 
Mohd Sariq r/o Rawalpindi , Pakistan, Shahnawaz r/o Sind , Pakistan and 
Shams @ Parvez Ahmed r/o Patna, Bihar. The Pakistani passport of Bilawal @ 
Abu Naman was recovered. His identification card issued from Pakistan was 
also recovered. Apart from the above other incriminating documents like diaries 
containing codes have also been recovered. The other recoveries are (a) Three 
AK-56 rifles, 6 magazines and 14 live rounds, (b) Approximately 100 kg 
dynamite (Gelatin Sticks) (c) 450 detonators, (d) four hand grenades, (e) 
‘Thuraya’ satellite phone (f) one mobile phone (g) one Maruti Zen. 

INDIVIDUAL ROLE OF POLICE OFFICERS 

Role of SI Saniav Putt (Now Inspector) 


During the shoot out SI Sanjay Dutt along with other team members 
cordoned the premises from all sides with the help of team members and he 
himself jumped inside the boundary wall near the lavatory along with Inspr 
Mohan Chand Sharma and other team members and started to move towards the 
rooms. Suddenly one of the terrorists came out of the room after sensing the 
movement of police he ran back to the room. Immediately terrorists came out of 
the room and started indiscriminate firing from their AK-47 assault rifles 
towards the approaching SI Sanjay Dutt. He was hit by bullets fired by terrorists 
but he was saved because of bulletproof jacket. Undeterred and unfazed, he lay 
down on the ground, as there was no cover and returned back the fire from his 
AK-47 assault rifle. The bullets fired by terrorists were causing bang and 
sparking on the boundary wall where SI Sanjay Dutt was lying. He was heavily 
under the fire but he did not loose his heart and galvanized the available 
resources. In between one of the terrorist lobbed hand grenade which exploded 
near the lavatory where SI Sanjay Dutt was lying and he again had a very 
narrow escape. With utter disregard to his personal safety he rallied his team 
members and effectively repulsed the thrust of the terrorist’s attack. He was 
openly exposed to the fire and grenade attack but through his sheer grit and 
courage SI Sanjay Dutt managed to thwart the attack of terrorists. He braved the 
continuous hail of terrorists firing. Unfazed he continued his tirade against the 
militants and fired 21 rounds from AK-47 rifle. His accurate firing ultimately 
caused the end of dreaded LeT terrorists Shahnawaz and Shaqib Alt @ Bilawal 
both r/o Pakistan and Shams @ Parvez Ahmed r/o Bihar. 
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Role of HC Satender 

During the operation HC Satender along with other team members 
jumped inside the boundary wall. HC Satinder took his position in Opp. 
direction of the room in which the three LeT fidayeen militants were present. 
Sensing the presence of police the militants opened unprovoked and 
indiscriminate firing towards the police team. HC Satender along with other 
team members also retaliated and fired upon the terrorists. The militants had 
lobbed 2 hand grenades towards the police party one of which exploded very 
near to him. HC Satender was in open and in the direct line of fire without 
having any cover. After the shootout three militants were identified as Mohd. 
Rafiq @ Abu Thala @ Shahnawas, Saquib. During the shootout HC Satyendra 
Kumar bravely confronted the militants. Unfazed he continued his tirade against 
the militants and fired 20 rounds from AK-47 rifles. 

Role of Constable Hansraj (Now Head Constable) 

During the operation HC Hansraj along with other team members jumped 
inside the boundary wall. HC Hans Raj took the position near the Iron Gate 
which was bolted from inside.

He very closely faced the hail of bullets in the open 
without any cover, from the trained militants and put his life at risk. It was his 
utmost exemplary courage which resulted in the neutralization of terrorists. 
Undeterred and unfazed, he bravely confronted the militants and fire 23 rounds 
from his AK-47 assault rifle. After the shootout three militants were identified 
as Mohd. Rafiq @ Abu Thala @ Shahnawas, Saquib. 

In this encounter S/'Shri Sanjay Dutt, Inspector, Satender, Head Constable 
and Hansraj, Constable displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion 
to duty of a high order.

On 07.03.2006 at 7PM, specific information through the informer was 
revealed in the office of Special cell that Lashkar-e-tayyeba militants Ghulan 
Yazdani @ Naved @ Yahya r/o Hyderabad(AP), Chief of LeT in Bangladesh 
and wanted in several cases of terrorist activities acts and Ahsan Ullah Hasan @ 
Kabab Mohd @ Shahbaz Mohd @ Sajid Mehmood @ Shumon @ Jamil @ 
Ahmed @ Kajol r/o Chorangi Mor, Jheelchuli, Faridpur, Bangladesh will arrive 
in Delhi in Car No. UP-21-3851 at Holambi Kalan, Metro Vihar, Narela Alipur 
Road T-point between 5Am-6AM. It was also informed that they are heavily 
armed with arms ammunition and explosives. This information was recorded 
into daily diary and discussed with senior officers. To act upon this information 
a team under the supervision of ACP Sanjeev Yadav, Inspr Mohan Chand 
Sharma, Inspr. Badrish Dutt, Inspr. Sanjay Dutt, SI Rahul Kumar, Dharmender, 
Subhash Vats, Rajender Sehrawat, Dilip, Kailash, Ravinder Tyagi, Bhoop 
Singh, Vinay Tyagi, Harinder, ASI Vikram esingh, Devinder, Anil Tyagi, 
Sanjeev Lochan, Shahjahan, Satish, HC Satender, HC Satender Kumar, HC 
Rajbir, Krishna Ram, Rustam, Cts. Gurmit, Balwant, Rajinder, Parves , Hari 
Ram, Vinod Gautam and Ct. Gulbir was formed. The team was briefed 
regarding this information. The team duly armed with arms ammunition, BP 
jackets, torches and bulletproof vehicles etc issued as per malkhana register PS 
Special Cell departed from the office of Special Cell, Lodhi Colony in three 
official vehicle, 3 private cars, 2 two wheelers at 3 AM. In this team SI 
Rajender Sehrawat, SI Dilip, SI Harinder, HC Satender, HC Satender Kumar, 
Ct. Rajinder and Ct. Balwant were in uniform while others were in civies. The 
team reached GT Karnal Road bypass near Mukharba Chowk at 3.45 AM where 
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Inspr Mohan Chand Sharma disclosed the facts of the information to 5-6 passer 

byes and requested them to join the raiding party however every one of them ' \ 

left the spot with out giving their names and address after submitting their 

genuine excuses. Without wasting further time the raiding party departed from 

Mukharba Chowk and reached Alipur Narela Road, Holambi Kalan, Metro 

Vihar “T” point at 3.45 AM. Thereafter the entire raiding party was distributed 

into 9 teams and each team has provided with a vehicle in order to plug all 

the entry and exit points. All the team were briefed to conceal their presence at 

strategic places. Inspr Mohan Chand Sharma alongwith ACP Shri Sanjeev 

Yadav and SI Ravinder Tyagi positioned at T-stall on Narela Alipur Road, 

Hulambi Kalan Metro Vihar T-point. At about 4.30 am one blue coloured 

Maruti Car bearing No. UP-21-3851 was spotted coming from Alipur side by a 

team consisting of SI Subhash Vats stationed at Narela Alipur Road. This car 

came at Narela Alipur road Hulambi Kala metro vihar T-Point turned towards 

Metro Vihar and parked on the roadside. Immediately, all the teams were 

alerted. Thereafter both the occupants of the car started waiting. Inspr Mohan 

Chand Sharma identified the person as Ghulam Yezdani @ Yahya who alighted 

from the driver side. Immediately all the teams were directed to close in on the 

militants in order to apprehend the militants. Inspr Mohan Chand Sharma along 

with ACP shri Sanjeev Yadav loudly disclosed their identities and directed both * 

of them to surrender. However both of them whisked out their firearms and 

started firing towards the approaching police party (team) and simultaneously 

jumped over the boundary wall on the roadside, to take cover of the wall and 

started firing at the approaching police team. The police team also took cover 

and retaliated by firing back at the militants. All possible care was taken to 

protect the lives and properties of the passerby’s. The militants were surrounded 

by the police team and again asked to surrender. However they continued 

indiscriminate firing at the police team and started running towards the open 

field behind the boundary wall. The exchange of firing continued for about 30 

minutes and when the firing from the militant’s side stopped immediately Inspr. 

Mohan Chand Sharma along with ACP Sh. Sanjeev Yadav directed the team 
members to stop firing. Both the militants were found lying in an injured 
condition in the field; besides them one semi automatic pistol each was found 
lying with them from which they had fired at the approaching police team. 

Police control room was informed immediately and senior officers were also 
informed regarding the incident. The PCR reached the spot and injured militants 
were removed to the hospital. Both the Laskhar-e-Tayyeba militants armed with 
deadly arms and ammunition have obstructed the police team who were 
discharging their legal duties by launching murderous assault at the police team. 

A case was registered under appropriate sections of law in this regard at PS 
Narela, Delhi.

Naved @ Yahya r/o Hyderabad(AP), Chief of LeT in Bangladesh and wanted 
in several cases of terrorist activities acts and Ahsan Ullah Hasan @ Kabab 
Mohd @ Shahbaz Mohd @ Sajid Mehmood @ Shumon @ Jamil @ Ahmed @ 
Kajol r/o Chorangi Mor, Jheelchuli, Faridpur, Bangladesh. Inspr Mohan Chand 
Sharma along with ACP Sh. Sanjeev Kumar Yadav disclosed the identity of the 
police team and started firing. SI Subhash Vats without caring for his life, face 
the hails of the bullets fired by the terrorist Ghulam Yezdani. When the 
militants fired a bullet aiming towards SI Shubash Vats he saved himself by 
jumping behind the wall of the field and he was direct in the line of fire of 
militant Ghulam Yezdani. He gave befitted reply to the militant Ghulam 
Yezdani and which resulted in neutralizing the firepower of militant. He 
gallantly confronted the militant and without caring for his life gave chase to 
the militant Ghulam Yezdani who was constantly and indiscriminately firing 
towards him and Inspector Mohan Chand Sharma. Unfazed and undeterred SI 
Subhash Chand Vats, in self defence and in order to apprehend the militant 
returned fire in order to ensure the safety of innocent public persons passing 
from there and his team. He put his own life at risk and neutralized the militant 
Ghulam Yezdani in the ensuing encounter. The die-hard officer fired 4 rounds 
from his service pistol. 

SI Harender Singh : He was the team member under the supervision of ACP 
Sh. Sanjeev Kumar Yadav and Insp. Mohan Chand Sharma. On 8.3.2006 in the 
early morning along with the team reached Alipur Narela Road and took 
position at the strategic point. When the terrorists reached the spot and were 
directed to surrender the militant who was later on identified as Ahsan Ullah 
Hasan @ Kajol and who was on the direct line of fire towards SI Harender

without caring for his life, face the hails of the bullets fired by the terrorist Kajol 
took a suitable position by laying himself on the road and retaliate in se

towards him. Unfazed and undeterred SI Harender Singh, in self defence and in 
order to apprehend the militants, also returned fire in order to ensure the safety 
of innocent public persons present up there, he put his own life at risk and shot 
dead the militants in the ensuing encounter. The die-hard officer fired 5 rounds 
from his service pistol. 

ASI Sanjeev Lochan : He was the team member under the supervision of ACP

indiscriminately firing towards him. He lay down in the field and forced the 
militant to shun the protection of the boundary wall. Unfazed and undeterred 
ASI Sanjeev Lochan, in self defence and in order to apprehend the militant, also 
returned fire in order to ensure the safety of innocent public persons present up 
there. He put his own life at risk and shot dead the militants in the ensuing 
encounter. The die-hard officer fired 4 rounds from his service pistol.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 

On 06/03/06, on the basis of a secret information regarding Hemant @ 
Sonu, team of Special Cell conducted a raid at Flat No.505, 5 th Floor, Sagar 
Apptt., Sushant Lok-II, Gurgaon, Haryana at about 1.30 A.M. When the 
inmates didn’t open the door, the police team made their entry by forcibly 
breaking open the door. Sanjay Singh S/o Bhopal Singh was overpowered, who 
revealed that one gangster (later identified as Jaiprakash @ JP R/o Najafgarh, 
Delhi) had skipped through the shaft from the rear balcony of the flat. On 
search Jaiprakash, a close associate of Hemant @ Sonu, was traced in rear side 
shaft, who was asked to surrender before the police. Instead, he opened fire 
upon the police party and took out a grenade and threatened to kill the members 
of police party and residents by exploding the grenade. In order to apprehend 
the criminal and in self defence, police party also returned fire. The gangster 
managed to hide himself under the cover of darkness. Police restrained firing 
keeping in view the security of public. Keeping in view the gravity of the 
situation additional force was sought from Special Cell and Haryana police. 
Meanwhile, on enquiry Sanjay Singh above revealed that Hemant @ Sonu 
along with his associate Jaswant @ Sonu is hiding in a flat No.9-1101, Valley 
View Estate, Gwalpahadi, Gurgaon on Faridabad Road. Accordingly, a team 
headed by Sh. Sanjeev Yadav, ACP, consisting of Insp. Lalit Mohan, Inspr. 
Hridaya Bhushan, SI Girish Kumar, and other left for Valley View Apartment, 
whereas other team members were left at the spot to work upon the situation to 
apprehend Jaiprakash @ JP. At around 5.30 A.M., the team reached Flat No.9- 
1101, Valley View Estate, Gurgaon and conducted raid. The inmates were 
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directed to open the door and surrender before the police. When inmates didn’t 
open the door despite warning, police made entry by forcibly breaking open the 
door. Hemant @ Sonu immediately opened fire upon the police party. Police 
party returned the fire. Jaswant @ Sonu was seen climbing down to the tenth 
floor balcony from the rear side. Door of the tenth floor flat was also 
forcibly broke opened. The gangster later identified as Jaswant @ Sonu S/o 
Jagdish Prasad R/o RZ-421, Gopal Nagar, Najafgarh, Delhi, also fired upon the 
police party. In the ensuing encounter Hemant @ Sonu and Jaswant @ Sonu 
got killed. One 9 mm pistol and 455 bore revolver used by Hemant @ Sonu and 
one .38 bore used by Jaswant @ Sonu and live cartridges were recovered from 

them. 


INDIVIDUAL ROLE OF THE OFFICERS 

Shri Lalit Mohan Negi. Inspector : When the team reached at Flat No.9-1101, 
Valley View Apartment, where the gangsters were hiding, they were asked to 
open the door and surrender. When the gangsters disobeyed the lawful 
directions, Insp. Lalit Mohan took the initiative and with the help of other team 
members, broke opened the door. While breaking the door, he was completely 
exposed to any attack from the gangsters. As soon as he entered the flat, the 
dreaded duo took out their weapons and opened fire upon the police party. In 
self defence and in order to apprehend the gangsters, police party returned the 
fire. During the encounter with the interstate gangsters, Insp. Lalit Mohan 
bravely confronted Hemant @ Sonu, blocked his escape and without caring for 
his life, challenged the gangster and engaged him from within a very close 
range to ensure the safety of his fellow team members. He put his life at risk, so 
much that a bullet fired by the gangster hit him on his chest but he was saved by 
the virtue of bullet proof jacket worn by him. Undeterred and unfazed, the die¬ 
hard officer fired 4 rounds from his service pistol and played a vital role in 
eliminating the gangster. 

Shri Hridava Bhushan. Inspector: During the encounter with the interstate 
gangsters, when Insp. Hridaya Bhushan entered the flat, Hemant @ Sonu was 
firing from inside the kitchen, whereas, his associate Jaswant @ Sonu was 
running towards the rear side Balcony, simultaneously firing upon the police 
party. In self defence and in order to apprehend the gangsters, police party 
returned the fire. Without caring for his life, Insp. Hridaya Bhushan ran through 
the volley of fire and bravely chased Jaswant @ Sonu, who was trying^to escape 
from the rear side balcony. Jaswant @ Sonu climbed down from 1 l ,h floor to 
10 th floor from the rear side of the balcony. The daring officer, exhibiting 
utmost courage, followed the gangster and climbed down to the 10 floor from 
rear side of the balcony. Putting his life at risk, he challenged the gangster and 
confronted him head on. A bullet fired by the gangster hit him on his chest but 
he was saved by the virtue of bullet proof jacket worn by him. However, the 
bullets could not deter the valiant officer from chasing the dreaded gangster. 
Undeterred and unfazed, the die-hard officer fired 6 rounds from his service 
pistol and played a vital role in eliminating the gangster. 
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Shri Girish Kumar. Sub Inspector: During the encounter with the interstate 
gangsters, when SI Girish Kumar entered the flat after breaking open the door, 
the dreaded duo took out their weapons and opened fire upon the police party. 
While firing, Hemant @ Sonu took cover inside the kitchen, whereas, the other 
one Jaswant @ Sonu ran towards the rear side balcony, simultaneously firing 
upon the police party. Police party also returned the fire. Sub. Insp. Girish 
Kumar, bravely confronted Hemant @ Sonu. When he saw the other gangster 
climbing down from the balcony, he quickly came down from 11 floor to 10 
floor, where, inside flat No.10-1101, Jaswant @ Sonu had entered from the rear 
side balcony. He broke opened the front door and bravely confronted the 
gangster, without caring for his personal safety and life. When gangster fired 
upon the police he also returned fire. The daring officer, exhibiting exemplary 
valour, putting in risk his own life, came in close proximity to the gangster and 
blocked his escape. Undeterred and unfazed, the die-hard officer fired 3 rounds 
from his service pistol and played a vital role in eliminating the gangster. 

In this encounter S/Shri Lalit Mohan Negi, Inspector, Hridya Bhushan, 
Inspector and Girish Kumar, Sub Inspector displayed conspicuous gallantry, 
courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 

On 06/03/06 at about 10 p.m. specific information was received to Insp. 
Lalit Mohan Negi that Hemant @ Sonu is present in a flat of Sagar Apartment, 
Sushant Lok-II, Gurgaon, Haryana along with his associates and are well 
equipped with sophisticated arms and ammunition. Immediately, a team under 
supervision of ACP Sanjeev Yadav to act upon the information was formed. 
The team reached Sagar Apptt, Sushant Lok-II, Gurgaon, Haryana at about 1.30 
a.m., where H. No. 505 was pointed out in which criminals were stated to be 
hiding. On this the building was cordoned and members were deployed at 
strategic points. Insp. Lalit Mohan after loudly disclosing his identity asked to 
open the door. When the inmates didn’t open the door, the police team made 
their entry by breaking open the door and one Sanjay Singh S/O Bhopal Singh 
was overpowered, who revealed that one of the gangsters later identified as 
Jaiprakash @ JP R/O Najafgarh, Delhi had skipped through the shaft from the 
rear balcony of the flat. On search the team found that Jai Prakash has entered 
the drainage Shaft. He was asked to surrender before the police, but instead, he 
opened fire upon the police party and took out a grenade and threatened to kill 
the members of police party and residents of the Apartments by exploding the 
grenade. Taking the advantage of darkness he continued his movements from 
one flat to another and one floor to another and firing simultaneously. In order 
to apprehend the criminal and in self defense Police party also returned fire 
carefully keeping in view the security of public at large. However, he managed 
to hide himself with in the building under the cover of darkness. Keeping in 
view the gravity of the situation more enforcement was sought from Haryana 
Police; other officials of Special Cell were also called. Consequently S.I. 
Rajender Singh CIA Haryana Police, Insp. S.K. Giri and Insp. Govind Sharma 
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along with their respective staff reached the spot. Meanwhile, on interrogation 
Sanjay Singh above revealed that Hemant @ Sonu along with Jaswant @ Sonu 
is hiding in a flat No. 9-1101, Valley View Estate, Gwalpadi, Gurgaon on 
Faridabad Road. Accordingly, a team under the supervision of Sh. Sanjeev 
Yadav consisting of Insp. Lalit Mohan, Inspr. Hridaya Bhushan, SI Umesh 
Barthwal, SI Chandrika Prasad, SI Girish Kumar, HC Surender, HC Dev Dutt, 
HC Yashpal, Ct. Sunder Gautam, Ct. Sunil Kasana and CIA Staff SI Rajender 
Singh along with staff left for Valley View Apartment. Meanwhile other senior 
officer from Haryana Police reached the spot, on search of Jai Prakash @ JP 
started in and around the flats, mean while it was revealed that he had entered 
into Flat No. 404 and made hostage the family in the flat on gunpoint. On this 
he was persuaded to leave the family and surrender before the Police. During 
the negotiations JP appeared on the Balcony, only on this time the hostages 
were safely rescued. JP handed over the grenade and his one pistol to Police and 
entered back into the flat, where, when he found the Police is present and 
hostages are not there, in fury he took out his another pistol and started firing 
indiscriminately upon the Police party. In order to apprehend the gangster and in 
self defence Police party also opened fire. In the ensuing encounter the dreaded 
gangster Jaiprakash @ JP got killed. 

INDIVIDUAL ROLE OF THE OFFICERS 

Shri S.K. Giri. Inspector: A fter reaching the spot at Sagar Apartment Sec. 56, 
Gurgoan Where the desperate gangster Jai Prakash @ JP who had fired upon the 
Police party and had a hand grenade with him, Insp. Giri took the charge of 
operation to apprehend criminal. He made efforts to locate him inside the flat 
where gangsters had kept inmates as hostages on gunpoint. Insp. Giri made all 
out efforts and persuaded the criminal to surrender before the Police and when 
fully armed gangster appeared on the Balcony along with hostages on gunpoint. 
Insp. Giri bravely entered into the flat and taking in view safety of the hostages 
removed lady and children, to safe place. After that, while standing on the entry 
gate of the flat, Insp. Giri again asked gangster to throw the Arms and surrender 
but instead, he fired upon the Police Party. Insp. Giri narrowly escaped the 
shower of bullets as one of the bullets hit the bullet proof Jacket worn by the 
officer. While he was in the close range of the gangster and even a bullet fired 
by the gangster hit his bullet proof Jacket The undeterred and unfazed Officer, 
without caring for his life, made his way close to the gangster exhibiting 
exemplary valour in order to apprehend the criminal and in self-defense, the die¬ 
hard officer fired 3 rounds from his service pistol. 

Shri Kailash Chandra Yadav. Sub Inspector: W hen initially Police party 
reached Flat No. 505 Sagar Apartment, Sec. 56 Gurgoan and forcibly entered 
into it, the inmate Sanjay Singh told police that gangster Jaiprakash @ JP had 
slipped into the shaft. On this S.I. Kailash Yadav along with some team 
members, immediately went to the ground floor to block the gangster’s escape. 
When S.I. Kailash Yadav noticed JP hiding in Shaft behind ventilators, he 
challenged the gangster and directed to surrender before Police. Instead JP 
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started firing upon the Police Party, S.I. Kailash Yadav, who was in the open 
ground area narrowly escaped the sudden outburst of fire. On this Police party 
also fired towards the gangster in order to apprehend him and in self-defence. 
The daring officer without caring for his life crawled near the gangster and 
grabbed his leg. On this gangster who had a grenade, took out its pin and 
threatened to blast it. As the grenade blast could cause severe loss to public life 
and property, officer was directed to leave the gangster. Again when he was 
traced in a flat with inmates as hostages S.I. Kailash Yadav took his position 
right in front of entry gate of the flat. As soon as lady and children were 
removed safely from the flat, S.I. Kailash Yadav without caring for his life 
made his entry inside the flat straight in front of the criminal, and escaped 
shower of bullets fired by the gangster. In order to apprehend the gangster and 
in self defence S.I. Kailash Yadav fired 3 rounds from his service pistol. 

Shri Saiian Singh, Sub Inspector : When S.I. Sajjan Singh reached the spot at 
Sagar Aptt. Sec. 56 Gurgoan, Gangester Jai Prakash @ JP was hiding 
somewhere in Apartment after one phase of firing and scuffle. Sajjan Singh 
made all out efforts to trace the gangster and found him hiding in the Balcony of 
a flat. He challenged the gangster and asked him to surrender before the Police. 
The gangster instead started firing upon the Police party. In order to apprehend 
the gangster and in self defence S.I. Sajjan Singh also fired upon the gangster 
and without caring for his life, advanced towards him from Balcony of another 
flat. When gangster found Police approaching him, he quickly jumped on to 
another balcony and disappeared in dark. After some time it was discovered that 
the gangster had taken hostage a family, on gunpoint, inside flat No. 404. While 
other Police officers were persuading the gangster for surrender, while he was 
on one Balcony of the flat, S.I. Sajjan Singh, without caring for his life bravely 
made his entry inside the flat by breaking open the door of Balcony on the other 
side. Risking his life, S.I. Sajjan Singh rescued the lady and children present in 
the flat. After rescue of inmates. Police Party entered into the flat from entry 
gate. S.I. Sajjan Singh also joined them, while the gangster was firing 
indiscriminately upon the Police party. During this entire operation, the 
undeterred and unfazed officer fired 3 rounds from his service pistol and played 
a vital role in eliminating the gangster. 

In this encounter S/Shri S K Giri, Inspector, Sajjan Singh, Sub Inspector 
and Kailash Chandra Yadav, Sub Inspector displayed conspicuous gallantry, 
courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

Statement of service for which the decorat ion has been awarded^ 

During interrogation, Jaish -e- Mohd Tehsil Commander Kamran-Ul 
Islam disclosed that he was to deliver the recovered money, arms & ammunition 
to other militant of Jaish-E-Mohammad outfit namely Irfan @ Suhail r/o 
Pakistan, operating in Kashmir valley from District Pulwama, 
Kashmir. Immediately, the team of Special Cell/Delhi Police officials consisting 
of SI Kailash Singh Bisht, SI R S Sehrawat, ASI Devender Singh, HC Bijender 
Singh, HC Sanjeev Shaukeen, Ct. Vinod Gautam and other were dispatched to 
J&K. The entire team worked tirelessly day and night in adverse conditions and 
hostile atmosphere to identify and apprehend these Pakistani militants. They had 
to work under the garb of local employees of MNC’s and themselves succeeded 
to get specific and relevant information regarding Irfan @ Suhail and other 
Pakistani terrorists. On 27.12.2005, the team of Special Cell exactly identified 
the hideout of these foreign terrorists at the house of one local resident namely 
Mohd. Akram Butt at Butt Mohalla, Khrew of district Pulwama (Kashmir). 
Immediately, the team passed this vital information to senior officers in Delhi 
and a joint team of Special Cell officers present in J&K, 50 RR SOG 
Pampore was formed to apprehend these Pakistani militants of Jaish E Mo 
terrorist outfit. The team of Special Cell/Delhi Police reached at Butt Mohalla 
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and apprehended Mohd. Akram outside his residence. During questioning, Md 
Akram Butt denied the presence of terrorists in his house and tried to 
deliberately mislead the team. SI Kailash along with staff strictly interrogated 
Mohd. Akram & he thereafter admitted the presence of three trained militants in 
his house armed with deadly weapons. The team of 50 RR and SOG (Pompore) 
were also accompanying the party of Special Cell. The house of the Mohd. 

Akram Butt was cordoned with a two-tier ring. The officials of SOG were 
deputed in outer ring and the team of Special Cell and 50 RR took their position 
in inner circle. The area was cordoned systematically to avert civilian casualty. 
Thereafter, the terrorists were warned to surrender before the security forces. 

Enough time was given to the foreign terrorists to surrender but they didn’t pay 
any heed to the warning of armed forces and opened fire with their automatic 
weapons upon raiding party to inflict casualty and escape in the cover of 
darkness. The team of Special Cell of Delhi Police and 50 RR also fired in 
retaliation to avert casualty of team member. The firing from both sides 
continued for about four hours and in the bid to escape, the foreign terrorists 
sustained bullet injuries and were shot dead at the spot. The area of operation 
remained cordoned whole night and an extensive search was made and huge 
haul of arms/ammunition, grenades, cell phones and incriminating documents 
were recovered. The team of Special Cell/Delhi Police fired 128 rounds in 
retaliation from their AK-47 assault rifles to avert casualty and apprehend the 
foreigner terrorists. A case under appropriate sections of laws was lodged in this 
regard at PS Pampore, J&K. 

SHRI KAILASH SINGH BISHT. SUB INSPECTOR 

SI Kailash Singh Bisht took position at backside of the house, as it was 
most vulnerable point for the militants to flee. The militants started firing 
indiscriminately from inside the house to make the things difficult to approach 
the house. When darkness loomed over the area, the militants came out of the 
house, firing indiscriminately on the raiding party by running in different 
directions. One of the militant ran towards SI Kailash Singh Bisht firing upon 
him. SI Kailash Singh disregard of his personal safety, ignoring all the dangers 
to life, undeterred and unfazed fired 30 rounds from his service Assault rifle in 
self-defense and neutralized the terrorist. He remained in the front without 
caring for his life and also closely monitored the entire operation. SI Kailash 
Singh Bisht endangered his life for the safety of his team members and 
displayed the most personal bravery and gallantry of the highest order on the 
face of terrorism. 

SHRI RAJENDER SINGH SEHRAWAT. SUB INSPECTOR 

SI Rajender Sehrawat took position in front of the said house and when 
the militant tried to flee, SI Rajender Sehrawat daringly confronted the JeM 
militant who kept on changing his position and continued firing on SI Rajender 
Sehrawat. In self-defence and in order to protect the lives of the members of the 
police team and accompanied staff, SI Rajender Singh Sehrawat disregard to his 
personal safety, ignoring all the dangers to life, undeterred and unfazed fired 25 
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rounds from his service Assault rifle in self-defence and neutralized the 

terrorist. He remained in the front without caring his life and also closely 

monitored the entire operation. SI Rajender Singh Sehrawat endangered his life 

for the safety of his team members and displayed the most personal bravery and 

gallantry of the highest order on the face of terrorism.

Devender also retaliated in self-defense. The die hard officer without caring for 
his life & being confronted by the JeM militant, who was equipped with 
sophisticated Assault Rifle and Hand grenade, fired 27 rounds from his service 
Assault rifle and neutralized the terrorist. ASI Devender endangered his life for 
the safety of his team members and displayed the most personal bravery and 
gallantry of the highest order on the face of terrorism.

HC Bijender disregard 
to his personal safety, ignoring all the dangers to life, undeterred and unfazed 
fired 13 rounds from his service Assault rifle in self-defence and neutralized the 
terrorist.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 

On 07.06.2007, an agitation in the form of demonstration, road picketing, 
burning of effigies and burning of newspapers was organized in different parts 
of the State. Anticipating serious law and order repercussion, elaborate security 
arrangements were made in important, problematic and sensitive areas. In 
Villupuram District agitators assembled in as many as 28 centres and indulged 
in lawlessness, creating serious security implications. Sensing trouble, a strong 
Police contingent headed by Tr. Murali, Deputy Superintendent of Police, 
DCRB i/c Kottakuppam Sub-Division, and Inspector of Police, Tr. J. Jawaharlal 
was on security duty on the Puducherry- Bangalore National Highways (NH- 
66) at Thiruchitrambalam cross road junction in Auroville Police Station limit, 
Villupuram District. This junction is always a busy place and there was a big 
crowd at the time of incident. At about 10.15 hours, at Thiruchitrambalam cross 
road, many agitators activists had assembled for the agitation. The agitators 
suddenly set fire to a big scrambled bundle of a newspaper and the fire spread 
on the road endangering the lives of the road-users, general public, policemen 
and the agitators themselves. Sensing serious trouble, the Inspector of Police, 
Tr. J. Jawaharlal tried to put out the fire. At that time, Tr. Jawaharlal saw an 
agitator opening a big bottle containing petrol and the Inspector warned him on 
the serious consequences of fire-burst and danger to the agitators and general 
public. Ignoring the warning, the agitator hurled the petrol bottle amidst the 
agitators in the direction where the Inspector was busy putting out the fire. In 
order to save the life of the general public, the agitators and the policemen and 
also to prevent a major petrol-explosion, Tr. Jawaharlal courageously faced the 
petrol bottle to catch it but it fell on him. In the impact petrol spread on his pant 
and the fire on the ground spread to his pants. Immediately Tr. Jawaharlal fell 
on the ground and rolled to put out the flames. The police team rushed to his 
rescue by throwing a wet sack on him, put out the fire and took him to the 
JIPMER (Jawaharlal Nehru Institute for Post Graduate Medical Education and 
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Research) Hospital, Puducherry. The doctors gave him immediate Medical 
attention and declared that he had sustained 20% burn injuries on both his legs 
and thighs. At the scene of crime the Police Team put out the fast spreading fire 
and arrested 28 agitators for the crime committed by them, vide Auroville PS 
Cr.207/2007 u/s 143,147, 188, 285, 427, 332, 307 IPC. Inspector of Police, Tr. 
J Jawaharlal risked his precious life, faced the big petrol bottle, prevented a 
massive petrol-explosion and thereby averted a major conflagration and loss 
of lives. His gallant and time action resulted in saving many lives and public 
properties. To save others, he has risked his life and sustained serious injuries, 
which had left permanent scars on a large, visible portion of his body. He was 
unmindful of the painful consequences when he attempted to prevent a 
catastrophe, Tr. J. Jawaharlal has displayed devotion to duty, commitment, 
courage and bravery of a very high order. 

In this encounter Shri J. Jawaharlal, Inspector displayed conspicuous 
gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

On actionable information about the presence of dreadedI dacoit Kalin 
fRewardee of Rs. one lack of UP Government) gang in the dense katn area near 
village Manpur within the jurisdiction of PS Fatehganj east district Barei y, 
4p bS Shri Braj Bhushan planned the entire operation timely and 
reached^the targeted Katri area at 3 a.m. on Jan 16, 2006 with utmost secrecy 
SS?s assault party consisted of SI Vijay Rana, SI Bhupendra Singh and 4 
constables This assault team was given cover by two parties from left and rig 
flank led by Dy SP Sri Iqpal Singh and Additional SP Rural area Shri Rajendra 
Sini along with other police officers. At about 3 O'clock assault team and 
Sr parties moved on foot tactically in the dense katri. The place where Kallu 
and his gang had taken shelter was thickly dense so it was not easy to move or 
to locate^any thing even in the day time. Police parties under leadership of SSP 
Bareilly was moving toward the target despite adverse and inclement weater 
conditions^nder poor visibility and thick fog. During this operation of fou 
hours Police party^ad to face the danger of life on each and every ^P-Brndue 
to courage and dynamistic of its leader the police party kept on marching toward 
final goal. After a tiresome effort SSP Bareilly reached the location frorn where 
the Kallu gang was about 25-30 yards away. On that moment SSP Barery 
considered that from that location no effective action was possible and 
very dangerous for the police parties to go nearer the dreaded dacoit Kallu gang 
who was the killer of one and half dozen Police officer in various police 
encounter, however, brave SSP Bareilly decided to move forward. SSP reached 
with assault party to about 25-30 feet away from the gang. Suddenly Kallu^and 
his oang opened fire at SSP and his party with the intension to kill them. 
Because Kallu was inhabits of fire on Police officer after abusing them in 
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standing position, the SSP did not bother about personal safety even though the 
death as standing at hand shaking distance from him. He with extreme courage 
and call of duty, very bravely challenged the gang to surrender before the 
police. After hearing the words of SSP, a volley of bullets aiming to him was 
opened by the gang in which two bullets hit Braj Bhushan, fortunately the 
bullets hit bullet proof jacket and he had a providential escape from the certain 
death. At that moment SSP showed his exceptional bravery, re-ignited 
enthusiasm in the assault party and in self defense the SSP and assault party 
opened fire in retaliation. During exchange of fire Police party heard the cries of 
two-three dacoits. In cover party CO Faridpur Shri Iqpal Singh also received a 
bullet on his bullet proof jacket. Despite heavy volume of fire, on orders and 
motivation of the SSP, Braj Bhushan, the brave SP (RA) Rajendra Singh, SI 
Vijay kumar rana including SI Bhupendra Singh fearlessly, with utmost bravery 
and dutifully moved forward exhibiting extreme courage and followed the blood 
trails to locate the dacoits. The gang consisting 10-12 members were armed with 
semi-automatic lethal weapons. During exchange of fire which lasted approx 45 
minutes from 7.15 a.m. to 8.00 a.m. SSP Bareilly and other member of assault 
team as well as covering team opened fire from their weapons. 

The situation was critical for own safety since Kallu and his gang was 
assessed to be launching counter attack from the rear. On termination of firing, 
SSP Bareilly quickly re-grouped the police and searched for the dacoits. The 
dead body of dreaded dacoit Kallu alias Kailua was found at about a distance of 
300 yards from the place where heavy volume of fire being carried out by 
dacoits. Consequent to presence of mind, use of field craft and tactics including 
utilization of bullet proof jackets the SSP Braj Bhushan and his team were saved 
from injury. The following recoveries were made:- 

(i) One Semi-automatic Pistol 32 bore factory made 03 cartridge, 6 
cartridge inside magazine and 06 blank cartridges 

(ii) One SBBL Gun 12 bore factory made, One belt with 09 cartridges 
& 15 blank cartridges. 

(iii) 10 blank cartridges & 13 live cartridges 9mm, 23 blank cartridges 
315 bore and 07 blank cartridges.762 bore.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 

On 09-08-2006, Daljit Singh Chawdhary, DIG Kanpur Range alongwith 
his team, on credible information reached the deep inside of the ravines on the 
banks of river Yamuna of Village Katholi under the jurisdiction of PS Ayana, 
District Auraiya where Salim @ Pahelwan Gujjar carrying a reward of Rs. 
1,25,000/- was halting on the hillock with bandit queen Geeta Jatav having a 
reward of Rs.15,000/- and his large gang to commit some sensational crime in 
the area. At about 1330 hours, Daljit Singh alongwith a small posse of force 
unobtrusively entered the ravines which are infested with thorny bushes, 
massive undergrowth and slippery/ swampy uneven hilly area and located the 
sentry of the gang on the top of the hillock. But before they could do anything, 
somehow the gang was already alerted and suddenly from the hillock two 
powerful grenades were lobbed on the police party with the intention to kill 
them. Both the grenades exploded near the police party. The entire area was 
filled with the smoke and stench and dust of the explosives and horrified the 
police party. Having strategic advantage the gang also started massive 
indiscriminate firing on the police party with the automatic weapons to kill 
them. Police party somehow saved their lives by using field-craft methods. 
Bullets buzzed past their bodies. The entire ravines were echoeing with the 
sound of bullets. On this sudden and unexpected attack, Daljit Singh 
Chawdhary motivated his men to fight the gangsters with supreme courage and 
bravery and divided the team into attack party consisting of himself, Inspector, 
Santosh Kumar Singh, Inspector Arun Kumar Singh, SI Sanjay Kumar Gupta 
and HC Ravindra Babu and other remaining members as a flank party to 
strategically surrond the gang. Gang consisting of 20-25 bandits and 
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strategically well-positioned with automatic weapons continued to fire 
indiscriminately on the police party with the intention to kill them. DIG 
challenged the gang to surrender but massive firing followed. One bullet struck 
on the right chest of Daljit Singh’s bullet proof jacket and he had a providential 
escape. DIG alongwith Santosh Kumar Singh and Arun Kumar Singh with 
great speed and spurt of energy climbed the hillock by showing supreme 
courage, bravery, sense of duty and gallantry and without fearing for their lives 
entered the firing range of the gangster who was firing from the Light Machine 
Gun (LMG) targeting them. Bullets were zipping past their bodies, Daljit Singh 
Chawdhary face to face, in a close quarter battle, exposed himself to the dangers 
of rapid burst of LMG, fired alongwith his colleagues in support- Santosh 
Kumar Singh and Arun Kumar Singh and killed the gang leader. Sanjay Gupta 
and Ravinder Babu were facing indiscriminate firing from the bandit queen who 
was wreaking havoc after the killing of gang leader, very bravely fired at the 
firing bandit by entering in the firing range, by showing great courage, 
commitment to duty and valor and without worrying about their lives and killed 
the bandit queen. Thus in a broad day light encounter, from 1345 hrs till 1500 

hrs, face to face with the gang who were heavily armed, the police party 

commanded by Daljit Singh showed extreme courage and conspicuous gallantry 
in the face of danger and gunned down two dreaded gangsters in one of the 
rarest encounters in the hostile terrains of the treacherous ravines. The 
following recoveries were made: - 

(i) One LMG.303 bore with two magazines, 11 live cartridges and 18 
empties 

(ii) One .315 bore rifle and one magazine, 16 live and 21 empty 
cartridges.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 

On 13.05.2006, M. Ashok Jain, SSP Etawah received an information that 
Jagjivan Parihar Gang headed by Ran Singh Bhadouria was in the ravines of 
village Badhpura, PS Badhpura, Distt. Etawah. After deputing encircling 
parties, SSP formed one assault party under his own command. At about 1400 
hrs, deep inside the Chambal ravines, while climbing a hillock, the sentry of the 
gang saw the SSP with police force and started shooting with intent to kill and 
alerted the gang. The SSP with supreme courage challenged the gang to 
surrender but instead, they started indiscriminate firing on the police party, with 
an intention to kill. Under the command of the SSP, the police also launched a 
well considered attack. Using their strategic position on hillock, the gang 
continued massive firing at the attack party. But due to continued pressure of 
attack and encircling parties, the gang crossed the river Chambal and entered 
into Dist. Bhind, Madhya Pradesh through dense ravines using the kidnapped 
persons as shields. Upon being relentlessly pursued, about 25-30 desperadoes 
took positions in the ravines of Joripura, PS Hoof, Distt. Bhind(M.P) and 
continue firing. The leader of the gang Ran Singh Bhaudauria challenged the 
SSP and killed a kidnapped person to deter the attack party from moving 
forward. The ravines echoed with the sound of bullets. Intent on rescuing the 
lives of other kidnapped persons, the SSP showed exceptional courage and 
entered within the firing range of the desperado with conspicuous gallantry and 
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in face to face close quarter battle fired and killed the gangster. The dauntless 
SSP kept the moral of the assault party high and encouraged them to face the 
situation bravely. By continuously reassuring the assault party and by giving 
them cover, SSP enthused confidence and courage in the team and assault party 
members. I/C SOG late Arvind Singh Chauhan, HC Ramkumar, HC Sahasveer, 
HC Rajendra Nagar showed great fortitude and in the face of extreme danger to 
their lives showed extraordinary courage and killed four gangsters who were 
firing indiscriminately on the assault party with an intent to kill. Thus in the 
broad day light encounter, face to face with the dreaded gang who were heavily 
armed, the SSP M. Ashok Jain and members of his attack party viz, I/C SOG 
Late Arvind Singh Chauhan, HC Ramkumar, HC Sahasveer, HC Rajendra 
Nagar showed extreme courage and conspicuous bravery in the face of danger 
and gunned down 5 dreaded criminals in one of the rarest encounters in the 
hostile and treacherous ravines of river Chambel. Following recoveries were 
made:- 

1. Two Semi-automatic rifle, .306 bore, 500 live cartridges and 105 empties. 

2. One Rifle .303 bore, 205 live cartridges and 27 empties. 

3. One Double barrel gun 12 bore, 35 live cartridges and 16 empties. 

4. Two Rifle .315, 250 live cartridges and 50 empties. 

5. One carbine .9mm

The STF U.P. in the process of curbing anti-terrorist activities in the State 
and on the information that chief of ill-famous terrorist group Lakshar-e-Taiba- 
Saleem @ Salar, having an operational code ‘Doctor’ was to arrive from 
Varanasi side to Lucknow on 08.03.2006, to cause blast at some significant and 
strategic places in the city, immediately sprang into action and deployed a 
police team, comprising of Shri Rajesh Kumar Pandey, Addl.S.P., and under his 
command, Shri Ram Badan Singh, Shri Sahab Rashid Khan, both Dy. 
Superintendent of Police, STF and other police officials of STF, to lay a trap to 
arrest the notorious terrorist Salim @ Salar, well before, he causes havoc in the 
city, by his terrorist activities. Shri Ram Badan Singh and Shri Shahab Rashid 
Khan, with available police force, and the informer under the command of Shri 
Rajesh Kumar Pandey, Addl. SP arrived at Indiranahar Canal Bridge on 
Varanasi-Sultanpur-Lucknow Road, within the jurisdiction of police station 
Gosainganj, district Lucknow, on 08.03.2006. Shri Rajesh Kumar Pandey, 
Addl. SP STF concerted and framed a strategy, according to the geographical 
location, to track-down the terrorist and the available police force, organized in 
different groups, under the respective command of Shri Ram Badan Singh 
Dy.SP Shri Sahab Rashid Khan Dy.SP, Shri B.M.Pal SI STF, and Addl. SP 
STF, himself and took their respective position and vigilantly watched and 
waited for the target. At about 05.30 a.m. in the morning, one truck, arriving 
from Sultanpur side, stopped near the Indira Nahar Canal bridge and one person 
with a raxine bag on his shoulder, alighted from it and having confirmation 
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from the informer that he was Salim @ Salar and after the truck left the place, 
Shri Rajesh Kumar Pandey, Addl. SP loudly challenged him to surrender, but in 
turn, Salim @ Salar abruptly opened fire on him, to kill, which he escaped and 
he moved ahead to arrest him but Salim moved on up-stream canal road, where 
he was challenged by Shri Shahab Rashid Khan, Dy.SP, but Salim dared to 
continue firing on him, to kill, which he providentially escaped. Seeing the 
target in his front, Shri Shahab Rashid Khan, Dy. SP in utter disregard to his 
personal safety and security, displayed exemplary courage and bravery of the 
high order with an objective to arrest him and firing in his defence, moved 
ahead. Seeing his offensive, Salim, though, continued firing upon the police 
force, yet moved back on the down-stream canal-road towards Habua bridge, 
with an object to give a slip to the police. Shri Ram Badan Singh, Dy.SP who 
had already taken the position there, with police party, in ambush, seeing the 
offensive of the terrorist, challenged Salim @ Salar to surrender and loudly told 
him that he has been surrounded by the police, but Salim @ Salar, seeing police 
parties in his front and in behind, desperately continued incessant firing upon 
the Dy.SP Shri Ram Badan Singh, who was in his front, with a definite 
intention to kill. Since the dreaded terrorist had intensified the firing, then in 
this situation of 4 do or die’, Shri Ram Badan Singh, Dy.SP, in utter disregard to 
his personal safety and security, to his life and limb, displayed exemplary 
courage and bravery of the high order and with a determined objective to nab 
him alive, replying with the restrained firing in self defence, moved ahead in 
front of the terrorist. In this fierce, face-to-face encounter, in the open the 
dreaded terrorist Salim @ Salar fell injured, who was later found dead. The 
Lashkar-e-Taiba terrorist Salim @ Salar was a dreaded criminal having 18 
criminal cases to his record and was a proclaimed offender from Delhi. A 
reward of Rs.50 thousand was declared by Delhi Police (Order No. 18-418- 
517/C&T/AC-I1I/PHQ dated 01.04.2005) and 25 thousand from Madhya 
Pradesh Police (Order No.AAV/AD/450/05 dated 05/ll/05)while searched, one 
English factory made pistol with ammunition and a Bag containing paper 
packets filled with Explosive powder and 4 detonators with fuse assembly were 
found from his possession.

Nirbhay Singh Gujjar over the last two decades had acquired the stature 
of a Bandit King in the Chambal ravines. Crimes like kidnapping for ransom, 
extortion, murder, dacoity and torture of innocents were second nature to the 
Dasyu Samrat who was the leader of the Inter state gang registered. The terror 
unleashed by his regime spread across the borders of five states. The 
Government of UP & MP had accordingly announced a reward of Rs 1,50,000 
for his arrest. The dreaded dacoit was killed in a daring encounter by a small 
seven member STF team on the night of 07.11.05. The bold encounter was 
thoughtfully conceived, meticulously planned and extremely audaciously 
executed under the dynamic leadership of Mr. Akhil Kumar S.S.P. and ably >' 
assisted by DSP Rajesh Dwivedi. On 07.11.05, the small team of seven 
members got specific intelligence of the presence of the notorious dacoit and his 
gang in the ravines of Chambal around Auraiya. The STF Commander was fully 
aware of the dacoits being armed with state of the art weapons like AK47, SLR 
and grenades. He was also aware of the fact that the gang had complete mastery 
over the treacherous terrain. Undeterred by the adversity of the circumstances 
and exhibiting exceptional commitment and devotion to duty, SSP Akhil Kumar 
decided to seize the opportunity and launched his operation with his small team 
whose second in command was DSP Rajesh Dwivedi. In pitch dark night, the 
team moved towards the suspected hide out aided by night vision devices. 
However, the gang of dacoits somehow detected the movement of STF and 
engaged them in a fierce gun battle. SSP Akhil Kumar and DSP Rajesh Dwivedi 
were hit by the bullets fired by the dacoits. Despite being shot at, SSP Akhil 
Kumar in a rare display of exemplary courage and presence of mind kept 
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motivating and directing his men in the fire-fight. All appeals of the STF 
commander for surrender by dacoits fell on deaf ears and they continued to fire 
indiscriminately. Using superlative field craft and tactics, the STF commander, 
with utter disregard for his personal safety, dynamically maneuvered DSP 
Rajesh Dwivedi along with men and maintained relentless pressure on the 
dacoits. The STF established complete moral ascendancy over the dacoits and in 
about an hour of fire fight, the STF commander was successful in killing the 
dreaded dacoit and recovering huge cache of arms and ammunition. The STF 
operation in the ravines of Chambal near Auraiya on the night of 07 November 
is a fine saga of raw courage, grit, resoluteness and devotion to duty, executed 
in pursuit of upholding the highest traditions of the Indian Police Forces. SSP 
Akhil Kumar inspite of being hit on BP jacket displayed exceptional courage, 
great tactical acumen and inspirational leadership in eliminating the dreaded 
dacoit. The following recoveries were made:-

In the night of 30-09-2003/01-10-2003 Shri Padam Singh, Dy S.P. and 
Inspector Harprasad Sagar (then Sub Inspector), attached with the security of 
Hon’ble C.M. U.P. Ms. Mayawati (then Ex.CM U.P), after having dropped at 
her residence in Delhi, were returning to Lucknow by Kaifiyat Express in the 
general compartment as common passengers. At about 1.30 a.m. to 2.00 a.m., as 
soon as the train passed Chola Railway station in Bulandshahar Distt., five 
criminals barged into the general compartment and started looting the 
passengers at gun point. When the criminals tried to rob the passengers sitting 
next to Dy S.P Shri Padam Singh, he challenged them and tried to take out his 
service weapon. On being challenged one of the dacoits fired a bullet at Shri 
Padam Singh to kill him which hit him in the abdomen and critically wounded 
him. When another criminal tried to fire at him, Shri Padam Singh, despite 
being critically wounded, showed exemplary courage and returned the fire 
injuring one criminal to save the precious lives and property of the passengers. 
Inspector Harprasad Sagar too, after challenging the criminals, started firing on 
them to save his officer and innocent passengers. As a result of the bravery 
shown by the two officers, the criminals’ panicked and ran helter-skelter, and 
jumped from the running train. Critically wounded, Shri Padam Singh was 
rushed to Aligarh Medical College for treatment. One accused who was injured 
in firing by these bold officers was arrested and from his interrogation names of 
other four accused involved in the crime were revealed. One accused died after 
jumping from the running train. Chargesheet was submitted against the four 
remaining accused. The Sessions Court Aligarh in its verdict dated 2.6.2007 has 
convicted three accused each with 10 years rigorous imprisonment and with fine 
of Rs. 3000/-. The Court proceedings are going on against the fourth accused. 

In this encounter S/Shri Padam Singh, Deputy Superintendent of Police 
and Harprasad Sagar, Sub Inspector displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage 
and devotion to duty of a high order.

During this 
operation one militant of KYKL group was killed and was subsequently 
identified as self styled Private Khagenbam Ajao alias Ibungo and following

Although out numbered Rifleman/GD Maheswar 
Daimary regardless of his personal safety and risk to life, displaying extra 
ordinary courage in the face of imminent danger, pounced on two of the 
terrorists rendering them to submission. This unpresented courageous action 
best exemplify the unparalled raw courage that is rarely evident in battle so 
shocked the terrorists that they could not react enabling the alert team to nab all 
the four terrorists. In this Operation four terrorists SS L/Cpl Sapan Debbarama 
alias Gauri, SS Pvt. Thanjoy Reang alias Thumju, SS Pvt. Khagendra Tripura 
Alias Tajahu and SS Pvt. Sanjit Debbarama alias Samlota were nabbed and 
recovery of two pistol, ammunition, war like stores and incriminating 
documents were made from them. The success of this operation on 28 October 
2006 was the outcome of rare display of courage, tactical acumen, dedication to 
duty by Rifleman/General duty Maheswar Daimary.

Shri Kaizalam Havildar/GD displayed 
great courage perseverance and presence of mind in the most trying and 
challenging condition.

Suddenly, they were fired upon 
indiscriminately by the militants and lobbed grenades; resultantly both the 
constables were seriously injured. Without caring for their injuries, both the 
Constables immediately took positions and fired from their AK-47 rifles at one 
of the exposed militant and killed him on the spot. Despite bleeding profusely 
both the Constables foiled the escape attempt made by the second militant by 
blocking the escape route and engaged him by firing. The re-inforcement from 
the Bn HQ along with Commandant of 42 Bn BSF and Police Party of Charar-e- 
Sharief reached the encounter site immediately and strengthened the cordon. 
Arrival of the reinforcement boosted the morale of Const Athango Lotha and 
Const Yogesh Khawas and with the resolve to kill the second militant they came 
out of their position and in dare devil action neutralized the second militant in 
close combat battle. Both the injured constables were immediately provided 
with first aid and further evacuated to 92 BH Srinagar for treatment. The two 
killed militants were later identified as Gulam Mohammad Mall a Code Aiyar 
S/O Gulla malla R/O village- Tharana, Distt- Pulwama (District commander of 
HM out fit) and Shaukat Ali Lone S/O Assaduilah Lone R/O village Kashidore, 
Shopian.

On 23/24 th Sep 2006, No. 89009449 Constable Peter T, No. 90755511 
Constable Jarnail Singh and No. 90477001 Constable Raghu G of 195 Bn BSF 
were deployed for naka duty between Border Flood Light No. 1587 and 1591 
located opposite to Boundary Pillar No.372/Main of BOP Sherpura, manned by 
195 Bn BSF deployed under Rajasthan Frontier. No. 90755511 Constable 
Jarnail Singh was on sentry duty from 2200 hrs to 2400 hrs. At about 2300 hrs. 
Constable Jarnail Singh of naka observed suspicious movement of one militant 
opposite Border Flood Light Pole No. 1590, and on further observation he saw 
04 other militants engaged in cutting the border fencing opposite to Border 
Flood Light No. 1591. He instantly alerted Constable Peter T and Constable 
Raghu G and challenged the militants. On being challenged, the militants 
started indiscriminate firing with Assault Rifles towards BSF Naka party. 
Constable Peter T and Constable Raghu G of naka party also pitched in 
engaging the militants by sustained firing. Three militants taking advantage of 
supporting fire and restricted visibility due to dense forest, darkness, managed 
to sneak the border fencing. However, the fourth militant managed to escape 
towards Pakistan side. Under the covering/support fire from across the border 
fencing, the militants made attempt to neutralize the three members of the naka 
party as they were blocking their route by sustained firing. Despite the adverse 
situation, these three Constables maintained their cool and retaliated the fire by 
displaying high degree of professionalism and exceptional courage. Meanwhile, 
the information regarding encounter with militants was communicated to Coy 
HQ on radio set. Coy Commander immediately mustered reinforcement from 
BOP Chitrakoot and sent to the naka point. The reinforcement on reaching 
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near the naka point blocked all the escape routes. Later the reinforcement from 

adjacent coy and Battalion Headquarters also arrived. On seeing the r 

reinforcement, in a bid to sneak back, the militants fired indiscriminately 

towards BSF troops. Appreciating the situation that any delay in neutralizing 

the militants may result in them sneaking back, all these three Constables took 

courageous step to move ahead amidst firing. On seeing the brave attempt of 

these three Constables, the miscreants lobbed grenade on them, which exploded 

40-60 mtrs away from the naka party. Militants made attempt to escape by 

running back. On this. Constable Jarnail Singh, Constable Peter T and 

Constable Raghu G in a quick reflex action came out of their crawling position 

and neutralized the three fleeing militants. After the encounter, three dead 

bodies of unidentified militants along with following arms, amns and

Based on specific information regarding presence of two militants namely 
Ezaj Ahmed S/O Mohd Latif resident of Lodhara and Abu Bakkar resident of 
Pakistan in the general area of Punara, Lodhara, Raichak and Kudwah of PS- 
Basantgarh, District-Udhampur (J&K) to carry out recruitment of local youths, 
making arrangements for winter stocking of ration and to collect cocking bolts 
of .303 rifles issued to Village Defense Committee, a special operation was 
launched by the troops of 30 Bn BSF on the intervening night of 13-14 th Sep 
2006. At about 140545 hrs, one of the ambush party led by SI Bachan Singh 
observed the movement of two suspected persons approaching the house of one 
civilian namely Safdar Ali resident of Lower Punara through maize field. These 
suspected persons on seeing the ambush party opened indiscriminate fire with 
their automatic weapons towards the BSF party. BSF party effectively retaliated 
their fire, but by that time they ran towards the house of Safdar Ali and took 
position in side the house. Since the house is located amidst thickly grown-up 
maize field, the observation of the target house was difficult. The house was 
immediately cordoned off and all escape routes were blocked. Subsequently the 
troops surreptitiously reached the backside of the house tactically and 
successfully evacuated ladies and children. After that, the militants were asked 
to surrender, but the militants started firing on the BSF party from inside the 
house. The firing made from the small arms were ineffective to eliminate the 
militants entrenched in pucca building. Efforts were also made to flush out the 
militants from the house by hurling grenades through the chimneys of the house, 
but in vain as they were in good defensive position. Subsequently, troops of i2 
RR deployed at Sang and Lodhara reached the encounter site and lobbed hand 
grenade and fired 8 to 10 rounds of Medium Grenade Launcher. Since all these 
efforts to flush out the militant from the house went in vain, 84 mm CGRL 
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rockets were fired resulting collapse of the wall of the house and both the 
militants came out of the house by firing indiscriminately with their automatic 
weapons and throwing hand grenades towards stop parties and ran towards Ujh 
river on east side of the house where the stop party consisting of No. 800022080 
HC Maharaj Singh and No. 970078557 Constable Naresh Binjhare had taken 
position. The militants came face to face with stop party and fired burst from 
their AK-47 rifle on No. 800022080 HC Maharaj Singh and No. 970078557 
Constable Naresh Binjhare. In a quick reflex by displaying high degree of 
professional competency, both BSF personnel dived, took position and killed 
one militant on the spot. The second militant managed to escape by taking 
advantage of darkness and thick maize growth. The slain militant was later 
identified as Ezaj Ahmed @ Abu Furkan son of Abdul Latif resident of 
Lodhara.

A new BOP at Kalsipara of District Coochbehar (West Bengal) was 
established for effective domination of Indo-Bangladesh border after the firing 
incident between BSF and Bangladesh Rifles on 28th March 2006. No. 
98007853 SI Sudhir Kumar Chauhan of'“E” Coy 33 Bn BSF was posted as Post 
Commander-BOP Kalsipara. On 12 th April 2006 at about 1655 hrs BOP 
Kalsipara while carrying out the repair and maintenance work of a temporary 
road and erecting a temporary tin shed for platoon post, sentry observed bizarre 
movement of armed Bangladesh Rifles troops opposite to their area of 
operational responsibility followed by expatriation of civilians with their 
household goods and livestock. Immediately after eviction of civilians, BDR 
troops took defensive position and resorted to sustained firing on the BSF post 
without any provocation. The fighting strength of Bangladesh Rifles troops 
were further strengthened by reinforcement of Bangladesh Army. SI Sudhir 
Kumar Chauhan, Post Commander of BOP Kalshipara by exhibiting high level 
of professionalism, without any delay deployed available men under command 
and effectively retaliated the fire of Bangladesh troops from across the border. 
He immediately informed the matter to the Offg Coy Commander Inspector N 
D Sati at Coy HQ Jhikabari. Inspector N D Sati immediately rushed to the BOP 
Kalsipara along with reinforcement and both of them displaying high-level 
professionalism and field craft, strategically re-deployed their man power and 
weapons and persistently retaliated the enemy fire. It is to the credit of these 
junior Commanders that the nefarious design of Bangladesh troops to capture 
BOP Kalshipara could be thwarted successfully. Due to their excellent field 
management and extraordinary defence planning, no casualty caused to own 
troops. Whereas, intelligence reports had revealed heavy casualty to enemy and 
loss of civilian property and livestock.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 

On 24 February 2005 at about 1430 hours two heavily armed Fidayeens 
forced their entry into Divisional Commissioner (D/C), Srinagar office, after 
resorting to indiscriminate firing and lobbying of grenades upon the CRPF and 
JK police personnel guarding at gate of the building. No.800620061HC/GD 
Mohinder Singh and No. 015051031CT/GD Sayed Shamuddin of 77 Bn were 
on checking/ frisking duty at Main entrants with Civil Police and have sacrificed 
their lives facing the brunt of the attack of the militants/Fidayeens. One JKP and 
an employee of the State Government were also killed while one CRPF Mahila, 
2 JKP personnel and one civilian sustained injuries. Fidayeens stormed towards 
the Revenue Complex of DC Office. Conditions prevailing in the entire 
Kashmir valley due to unusually heavy snowfall were extremely inhospitable 
and the focus of the Government as that of the Security Force was totally on 
providing relief to the people. The terrorists had chosen their movement right 
but failed to calculate the resolve and tactical skill of the Forces. On seeing the 
intruding militants, L/NK D.M Dutta alongwith CT/GD J. Shiv Shankaran of 
CRPF on sentry duty at the gate opened fire promptly on the militants, which 
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forced them to move to the Nazml building of Revenue Complex. Information 
of the attack was promptly conveyed to the IGP CRPF Srinagar, Shri.Ranjit 
Sinha alongwith Shri Balram Behra, D/C 77 Bn CRPF who, in no time reached 
the spot even while heavy exchange of fire was on. He was instrumental in 
evacuating the injured personnel in the midst of heavy exchange of fire. They 
were soon joined by Shri S.R Ojha, DIGP, CRPF, Srinagar, SSP Srinagar with 
SP City South, East, SOG and Shri T. Sekhar Comdt. 60 Bn CRPF, Shri Rakesh 
Sharma, Comdt. 75 Bn CRPF, Shri M. Minz, Comdt. 123 Bn CRPF and Shri 
Arvinder Singh, 2-I/C 37 Bn CRPF with their parties. Under the Command of 
Shri Ranjit .Sinha, IGP CRPF Srinagar, DIG, Ops Srinagar Shri S.R.Ojha 
planned the Operation in consultation and active participation of J&K Police 
after taking stock of the situation immediately the injured were evacuated to the 
Hospital. The priority was to evacuate the civilians who were trapped in the 
building adjoining Nazrul building. It was not clear where the militants were 
holed up and during the sudden attack utter chaos prevailed in this office where 
the civilian in thousand come everywhere. Different versions were reported and 
it was difficult to pin point the exact location of the militants. Shri Ranjit Sinha, 
IPS, IGP Srinagar and Shri S.R.Ojha, DIGP (Ops), Sringar went around the 
campus of Divisional Commissioner office in a CRPF bunker and decided that 
Nazrul building and other adjacent buildings were likely to be the hideout of 
these fidayeens. These buildings were ordered to be surrounded from all sides 
by placing the bunkers of 71 Bn CRPF under the Command of Shri Rakesh 


Sharma, Commandant 75 Bn, 123 Bn under the Command of Shri M.Minz, 60 
Bn Commandant, 77 Bn and 37 Bn under the command of Second-in-Chargc, 
Shri Arvinder Singh, Shri Balram Behra and SI/GD Pauja Lai. There was a 
component of J&K police with them. Shri Ranjit Sinha, IGP, Srinagar sat in the 
bunker of 71 Bn CRPF alongwith Shri Rakesh Sharma, which was stationed 
close to the gate in front of the first building next to Nazrul House. The bunker 
of 37 Bn CRPF was placed in front of first building where the militants were 
supposedly hiding. Shri S.R.Ojha DIGP(Ops) Srinagar sat in the bunker of 37 
Bn CRPF to be able to co-ordinate the actions of all QRTs in the bunkers 
through mobile phone and wireless communication. 60 Bn bunker under the 
Commandant Shri T.Sekhar was placed close to the barracks of A/77 Jawans to 
avoid any escape from that side. At the back of the building, along the river, the 
QRT ol 123 Bn under the Command of Shri M.Minz was placed to avoid the 
escape of the militants from the back. By placing the bunker of 37 Bn in 
tactical position, the two officers, Shri S.R.Ojha and the Second-in-Command 
Shri Arvinder Showed great courage to prevent the fire which started coming 
intermittently from Nazrul building from the militants from hitting the 
evacuation operation of the civilians by 71 Bn bunker from the adjacent 
buildings. Many employees and civilian visitors including ladies who were 
trapped inside, were rescued under the supervision Shri S.R.Ojha and Shri 
Ranjit Sinha, Shri Rakesh Sharma and his team without caring for their lives 
saved the trapped people by putting their lives in grave danger. There were two 
rooms in that building. After the evacuation the search operation was carried 
out under the Command and direct supervision of Shri S.R.Ojha, DIGP(Ops) 
Srinagar, AK-47 magazines were recovered from one of the rooms. Shri Ranjit 
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Sinha guided the team all along by being at the spot in one of the bunkers. Shri 
Rakesh Sharma, Shri S.R.Ojha and Shri Ranjit Sinha showed great courage 
beyond the call of duty and tremendous operational and tactical skills by safely 
evacuating all the trapped civilians, without any collateral damage to the 
valuable revenue records of the J& K State and to the heritage building in the 
heart of the city. The fire from the Nazrul kept coming intermittently and 
indiscriminately. The cleared building was occupied and dominated by the 71 
Bn personnel. After this, Shri Ranjit Sinha and Shri S.R.Ojha, sat in the bunker 
of 37 Bn and started supervising the clearance of Nazrul building. The fire from 
Nazrul building kept coming intermittently and indiscriminately. Without caring 
for their lives, Shri Ranjit Sinha and Shri S.R.Ojha came out of the bunker and 
guided the assault team under the command of 2-I/C Shri Arvinder and SI Pauja 
Lai for final assault. The cover was provided by 71 Bn, QRT from the adjacent 
building and the bunker of 37 Bn, 60 Bn under Mr. Sekhar and 123 Bn under 
Mr. Minz. Shri S.R.Ojha, Shri Arvinder and SI Pauja Lai went close to the 
Nazrul building at a safe location under the cover of fire from our parties. 
Under the guidance of Shri Ranjit Sinha at the spot Shri S.R.Ojha, Shri 
Arvinnder and SI Pauja Lai with their assault team were able to successfully 
neutralize one of the militant who was behind the Almirahs in the verandah of 
Nazrul building and was already badly injured. From the window of Nazrul 
building opening towards the adjacent building, the assault team under the 
command of Shri S.R.Ojha, Shri Arvinder and SI Pauja Pal lobbed a series of 
grenades into the room, through the window which was broke open. Soon the 
second militant was also neutralized and Nazrul building was cleared. Shri 
Sekhar Commandant 60 Bn and Shri M. Minz, Commandant 123 Bn in the 
mean while effectively covered the building from all sides and through effective 
reply to the militants fire did not allow them to escape. They went beyond the 
call of duty to show great courage by preventing their escape. In spite of 
indiscriminate firing of the militants, the above party in the ensuing operation 
killed both the terrorists bravely and recovered two AK-47 Rifle, 12 Magazines, 
311 rounds, 4 Chinese Grenades, 3 Agras 69 type grenades and incriminating 

documents.

On 02-09-2005, at 2345 hrs, on specific information regarding the 
activities of terrorists in the village Awaneera, PS Zainapora, Sub-Division - 
Shopian, District- Pulwama (J&K), the troops of 69 Bn CRPF went for “cordon 
and search operation” under the direct supervision of Shri S.Elango, Comdt-69 
Bn CRPF. One party deputed for cordon cum search under the command of Shri 
Trupti Kant Hati DC, IRLA No.3595, of 69 Bn, CRPF positioned itself on the 
north eastern side of the village. At about 0420 hours on 03/09/2005, No. 
830755739 HC (GD) Rajendar Singh of 69 Bn, CRPF, who had positioned 
himself beside the nulla, noticing movement of stalkers from the village side in 
the adjoining nulla, challenged and shouted “Koun Hai”. The stalkers (later 
identified as hardcore terrorists), taken aback on being challenged, fired a volley 
of shots towards him, and tried to escape by breaking the cordon. HC(GD) 
Rajender Singh of 69 Bn, CRPF though overwhelmed from the burst of fire, 
exhibiting exemplary courage retaliated with his weapon effectively. Shri Trupti 
Kant Hati, Dy.Comdt, of 69 Bn, CRPF who had positioned himself in the right 
nank on the hillock, 10 feet away from HC (GD) Rajender Singh of 69 Bn, 
CRPF noticing the terrorists escape (from their flash of fire), chased them from 
his position, and simultaneously directed his party personnel to pursue the 
terrorists shouting “BHAG RAHA HAI, PEECHHA KARO”. HC (GD) 
Rajendar Singh of 69 Bn, CRPF overcoming the initial shock of the burst of fire 
from the terrorists, and responding to the “lalkar” of his Commander 
immediately followed him to pursue the fleeing terrorists. The duo displaying 
extra- ordinary courage, chased the terrorists in the hilly and tough terrain up to 
100 (Hundred) meters, and shot dead one of the terrorists on the spot in the 
ensuing gun battle (who was later identified as Adil Pathan). 

In this encounter S/Shri Trupati Kant Hati, Deputy Commandant and 
Rajender Singh, Head Constable displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and 
devotion to duty of a high order.

At about 1500 hours on 07/09/2005, two unknown militants started 
indiscriminate firing at the Morcha located on the boundary wall in front of 
Neel am Cinema, Karan Nagar, Srinagar which was immediately retaliated by 
Constable Ranjan Kumar Roy of 50 Bn, CRPF, resulting in killing of one 
militant and an other escaping into nearby houses. Subsequently, cordon and 
door search around Sutra Shahi, Karan Nagar area were done. During house 
intervention of No. 18-A on 08/09/2005, search party of 50 Bn, CRPF including 
2 SOG/JKP were fired upon by the hiding militant causing injuries to Constable 
Ranjan Kumar Roy of 50 Bn CRPF and Constable Ajay Kumar Sharma of 
SOG/JKP who were leading from front. Constable Ajay Kumar Sharma of 
SOG/JKP succumbed to injuries and Constable Ranjan Kumar Roy of 50 Bn, 
CRPF despite a grievous injury to his leg, retaliated forcing the militant to 
retreat for cover. The exemplary courage, presence of mind and timely prompt 
action of Constable Ranjan Kumar Roy of 50 Bn, CRPF saved precious lives of 
our men. The hiding militant was subsequently killed in a fierce battle. 

In this encounter Shri Ranjan Kumar Roy, Constable displayed 
conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 


On the basis of information received from reliable sources regarding 
presence of training center of militants at Patiala Dhar, a joint recce party of 
STF and CRPF was sent to that area on 23/05/05 No. 903062114 CT/GD 
Oureshi Vafadar Ahmed and No. 035162647 CT/GD Munish Kumar were the 
members of recce party. The recce party after accomplishing their task, 
contacted Dett HQ 147 Bn, CRPF, Gandoh on 25/05/05 at about 2330 hrs over 
wireless set and requested to send reinforcement to launch operation. 
Accordingly a platoon of A/147 under command SI/GD Deepak Kumar 
accompanied by Shri. S.K. Sharma, D/C (Ops) and a party of STF under over 
all supervision of Shri. R.R. Sinha, 2-1/C 147 Bn, CRPF proceeded to Patiala 
Dhar on hearing from recce party and reached there on 26/05/05 at 0800 hrs. A 
raid operation was planned on the spot in consultation with recce party and 
executed immediately. CT/GD Qureshi Vafadar Ahmed and CT/GD Munish 
Kumar alongwith three STF jawans were detailed on assault party. The parties 
were sited at pre-determinated location by 0900 hrs on 26/05/05. The assault 
party noticed two men covering their body with shawl coming out of the hideout 
and proceeding towards back of the hideout. The two men opened fire after 
suspecting presence of SFs around them and jumped towards eastern side to flee 
away in the dense forest. The militants in the hideout opened fire on our troops • 
with Pica Gun, RPG and other weapons. CT/GD Munish Kumar saw one 
militant loading RPG and immediately fired AK-47 bullets on him and pierced 
his chest. In the mean time CT/GD Qureshi Vafadar Ahmed willingly moved 
forward amid heavy fire, took position behind one militant firing on our LMG 
party with Pica Gun and fired on his head killing him on the spot. CT/GD 
Qureshi Vafadar Ahmed took his Pica Gun and Ammunitions in his custody 
whereas CT/GD Munish Kumar took over the RPG alongwith its live shells. 
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Some of the militants succeeded to flee away in the dense forest and five of 
them got killed in the operation. The dedication and courage shown by these 
two constables saved the lives of Officer and men participated in the operation. 


The STF personnel detailed in the assault party also demonstrated 
dedicated attack on the militants, which helped the party ensure conduction of 
operation without any loss/injury to the participating personnel. The killed 
militants were identified as under: -

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 

On the basis of an information received by Shri Krishan Kumar. Assistant 
Commandant of 162 Bn, CRPF on 12/02/06 at about 2200 hrs, a cordon and 
search operation was conducted in Vill- Humshalibug, under PS-Yaripura, 
(District Anantnag) where two armed militants were hiding. The QRT of 162 
Bn, CRPF under the command of Shri Bachu Singh, Dy Comdt., two platoons 
of G/162 Bn, under the command of Shri Krishan Kumar, and One Platoon of 
F/162 Bn under the command of Shri P.A. Dubey & under the over all 
command of Shri M.I.Mallick 2 I/C of 162 Bn, CRPF conducted the operation. 
After completion of the cordon, Shri Krishan Kumar, A/C of 162 Bn, CRPF 
who was in the inner cordon challenged the militants who were hiding in the 
house of Shri Mansoor Ware to surrender. Instead of surrendering, they opened 
heavy fire on our troops, and a fierce encounter ensued. Having realized that it 
is advisable to escape, one of the terrorists ran out from the house, while firing 
indiscriminately. This fleeing militant wanted to break open the outer cordon 
with heavy fire and escape. But Shri Dhoom Ravindra Bhai, Ct/GD and Shri 
Girraj Gurjar, Ct/GD of 162 Bn CRPF, positioned in the outer cordon, faced the 
situation with bravery and a close Quarter encounter between the terrorist and 
these two constables took place. Shri Dhoom Ravindra Bhai, Ct/GD and Shri 
Girraj Gurjar, Ct/GD devoted to their duties and dedicated to the core, without 
caring for their own lives, withstood the extreme threat of death from the bullets 
of the militant. Very soon they succeeded in killing the militant who was firing 
with his AK-47 relentlessly. After some time, the other militant also attempted 
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to escape from the house firing indiscriminately. But Shri Dilip Kumar Meena, 
Ct/GD and Shri Jeet Bahadur, Ct/GD of 162 Bn CRPF positioned in the inner 
cordon at this point, engaged the militant. Continuous bursts of bullets from the 
4K-56 of this militant could not deter the courage and morale of Shri Dilip 
Kumar Meena, Ct/GD and Shri Jeet Bahadur, Ct/GD. Without caring about 
their own security and safety Shri Dilip Kumar Meena, Ct/GD and Shri Jeet 
Bahadur, Ct/GD continued close quarter encounter with the militant. These 
constables showed rare bravery and presence of mind which finally fetched 
them the success of killing the second militant on the spot. All the four 
Constables namely Shri Dhoom Ravindra Bhai, Ct/GD, Shri Girraj Gurjar, 
Ct/GD, Shri Dilip Kumar Meena, Ct/GD and Shri Jeet Bahadur, Ct/GD of 162 
Bn,CRPF showed extra ordinary courage, presence of mind, and exemplary 
bravery during the operation which resulted in the killing of two notorious 
militants and recovery of Arms One-AK-47, one AK-56, AK Magazine-08, AK- 
47 rounds-217, Wireless Set 01 and 02 Chinese grenades (destroyed on the spot). 
The gallant action of the above mentioned four has also ensured no loss or 
damage to our troops or civilians. The slain militants were later identified as 
Mohd. Yusuf Bhat (Code Name Abu Dilawar), S/o Ali Mohd, Bhat, resident of 
Nandi Marg, D.H.Pura and Abu Asdulla, a Pakistani Militant. 

In this encounter S/Shn Dhoom Ravindra Bhai, Constable, Girraj Gurjar, 
Constable, Dilip Kumar Meena, Constable and Jeet Bahadur, Constable 
displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

A Fidayeen attack took place at ITO Building on 07.01.2005 in which 
one JKAP and one CRPF personnel were killed. Immediately the ITO building 
was cordoned off by CRPF & JKP. When encounter between security 
personnel and terrorists were going on, Shri R.akesh Kumar, Asstt. 

Commandant, 84 BN CRPF and HC/GD T R Senapati, of 37 BN CRPF entered 

into the ITO building along with other security personnel. When one of the 

militants was coming down from the stairs, HC/GD T R Senapati aimed on him i 

and killed him from very close range in a daring action without caring for his 

personal safety. When the other militant tried to come out of the room, the 

firing of Shri Rakesh Kumar, Asstt. Commandant and Inspector Rakesh Akram, 

SOG made him to turn back. The SOG and a party of BSF personnel made a 
hole from the roof of the room in which the other militant was hiding and threw 
grenades into the room from the hole. The other militant in order to protect 
himself, ran out of the room firing indiscriminately on our troops was finally 
gun down in a face to face firing by Shri Rakesh Kumar, Asstt. Commandant 
84 BN CRPF and personnel of SOG, JKP without caring for safety of their own 
life. 

In this encounter S/Shri Rakesh Kumar, Assistant Commadant and T R 
Senapati, Head Constable displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and 
devotion to duty of a high order.

Statement of service for which the decoratio n has been awarded. 

On dated 20.5.2005 at 0500 hrs, a party consisting of one Gazetted 
Officer and ten others of “B” Company moved in Swaraj Mazda truck from 
Changland to attend TEWT at Kanubari, where ‘A’ Coy of 13 Bn was located. 
The Party followed Margherita, Tinsukia, Naherkaatia, Namrup, Dillighat, 
Barhat route to reach Kanubari. No. 047020789 Constable/Driver Ajmer Singh 
was the driver to the vehicle. At about 1030 Hrs while party was near to 
Dillighat, approximately 12 Kms short of Barhat, they were traped in an ambush 
laid bv suspected insurgents of ULFA outfit. Insurgents opened heavy volume 
of fire with automatic weapons. The first volley of fire was aimed at the driver 
to the vehicle with the aim to incapacitate him and later on kill all the members 
of the party sitting in the vehicle. A bullet hit on the right hand of driver and due 
to trauma of the injury the vehicle was stopped for a while. Meanwhile tie 
officer incharge took over the control of the situation. He directed him to drive 
the vehicle away from the firing range. Despite of the bullet injury and without 
caring of his personal safety Constable/Driver Ajmer Singh drove the vehicle 
away from the zone of ambush thereby saving lives of many personnel. 

In this encounter Shri Ajmer Singh, Constable/Driver displayed 
conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.
